The Fifty-first Annual Meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the City of Milwaukee, was held at 12 o'clock, noon, 
April 1 2th, 1909, in the Exchange Room of the Association. 

The members were called to order by President E. C. 
Wall, who directed the Secretary to read the list of names 
of the Officers of the Association for the ensuing year. 

President Wall then took leave of his official duties and 
introduced his successor in the following words: 

Gentlemen of the Chamber of Commerce: 

The Board of Directors have decided instead of reading the 
Annual Report of the Board of Directors at this time, as has been the 
custom, to mail the same to each member together with the Report of 
the Treasurer, and thereby not encroach upon your time during the busy 
hour of the day. 

In retiring from office, permit me to thank you for the honors you 
have conferred upon me and for the courtesies that I have received at your 
hands during my terms of office. 

It gives me great pleasure to surrender my office to a man so thor- 
oughly acquainted with the affairs of this Association. Mr. Bell, whom 
you have selected as your president, has served for many years on the 
Board of Directors and has been particularly active in preparing rules 
and regulations that have been adopted for the government of this Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and you are to be congratulated in having so competent 
and loyal a man as President of the Chamber of Commerce. 

I now introduce to you, Mr. Wallace M. Bell, your President.

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Mr. Bell made a short address to the members, expressing 
himself as follows: 

"In assuming the duties of the position to which you have elevated 
me, I wish to sincerely thank you for the honor thus conferred. I esteem 
it the highest gift within the bestowal of any organisation in this city, 
and. I will earnestly endeavor to advance in every way the best interests 
of this exchange and its members. 

"The keen competition of other markets and the rapid changes in 
conditions taking place in the grain trade, as it endeavors to meet and ad- 
just itself to the new problems constantly presenting themselves, make 
it necessary for us one and all to stand together and diUgently strive for 
the general welfare of the market. 

"I feel certain that your officers, board of directors and different com- 
mittees, will unselfishly conduct the affairs of this exchange with the aim 
to aeoomphsh the greatest good for the greatest number, and request for 
them the hearty and earnest support of all its members. 

"If we all work together in an energetic and harmonious manner, 
it is safe to predict that a large increase in the volume of grain handled 
here will result, for at no point on the shores of the Great Lakes is there 
a better port than exists here in our own fair city." 

At the conclusion of Mr. Bell's remarks, Mr. Wall, after 
explaining that the absence of First Vice-President E. J. 
Furlong was unavoidable, introduced Second Vice-President 
J. J. Crandall and Secretary H. A. Plumb, who appropri- 
ately expressed their thanks to the members for the honor 
of their election and the meeting then adjourned. 
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Annual Report of the Board of Directors 



Milwaukee, April 12, 1909. 
To the Members of the Cbamber of Commerce: 

In accordance with the rules, the Board of Direoto»^ make the follow- 
ing report for the fiscal year ending April 5th, 1909: 

The financial affairs of the Association are given in detail in the 
Treasurer's report herewith submitted. 

The income from all sources during that time 

has been $37,253.81 

Balance on hand beginning of year 16 , 197 . 77 

Total $53,451 .58 

Total disbursements 41 ,3U . 17 

Balance on hand April 5th, 1900, end of year... $12, 140. 41 

A smoking, reading and writing room has been provided at a cost of 
$2,222.92. This improvement was made so that a directors' room, com- 
mittee room and a room for the president could be provided adjoining the 
secretary and treasurer's offices; the former smoking room being taken 
for that purpose. The expense of fitting up these quarters and including 
certain improvements that were made in the Exchange Room proper, was 
$278.91, after deducting $70.00, received from the sale of old furniture. 
The total expenses of these improvements, amounting to $2,501.83, are 
extraordinary expenditures and do not represent a permanent expense. 
The fact is that the money paid for the smoking room really amounts to an 
increased rental of the Chamber of Commerce of about $171.00 per year. 

To explain: The proposition of the Central Investment Co. was that 
they would make the improvements desired and divide the expense thereof 
into thirteen equal annual payments (beipg the unexpired term of our 
lease) and after charging 5 per cent, interest thereon, add the same to the 
rental we now pay. As we had a surplus in the treasury, the Board thought 
best to pay cash for the improvements and thereby make 5 per cent, for 
the Association. 

The Central Investment Company cleaned, repaired the walls and 
made other improvements at no expense to the Chamber of Commerce. 

The general expenses of the Association have been increased and 
perhaps permanently by a more liberal policy of general information and 
business methods. The quotation service has been made more liberal, 
and one item in particular that costs $2,400 per annum is the continuous 
quotations received of the Minneapolis future market. ' 
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Two daily papers at Sioux City are furnished at our expense with the 
closing prices of cash grain in this market. This is regarded as a benefit 
to the receivers of grain in Milwaukee. 

The Chamber of Commerce was represented at the National Rivers 
and Harbors Congress at Washington, D. C, by a delegation which made 
a very complete and valuable report of the proceedings of that most im- 
portant gathering, and was also represented at the Omaha Com Exposition. 

Mr. Schroeder has several times appeared before committees of the 
legislature at Madison to explain bills that were before them; the passage 
of which would be detrimental to the interests of this organization and to 
the grain trade in general. 

The weighing department for the year shows a loss of $236.50. 

The Gratuity Fund amounts to $128,556, well invested. 

The heirs of each decedent member entitled to participate in this 
fund will be paid $568.18. 

The number of deaths of those entitled to participate in the Gratuity 
Fund was 11. During the year the total number of deaths of members 
was 15. 

Of the total membership of the Association, only 356 have availed 
themselves of the benefits of the Gratuity Fund. 

The thanks of the members of the Chamber of Commerce are due to 
the Trustees of the Gratuity Fund, for the able manner in which they have 
conducted the affairs of the Fund, and for their gratuitous services. 

The number of members of the Association is 604. 

The number of resident members of this organization is 439. 

The number of non-resident members is 165. 

One membership was forfeited for non-payment of dues. The same 
will be sold and the proceeds distributed in accordance with the rules. 

The number of memberships transferred during the year was 79. 

Memberships during the year have sold at prices varying from $300 
to $150. 

The price at the present time is about $175. 

Usually there have been on January 1st, about 60 members who have 
not paid their dues for the year. By a resolution of the Board of Directors, 
all dues not paid by May 5th, will be $35.00 instead of $25.00, if paid be- 
fore that date. 

The Chamber of Commerce the past year manifested its interest in 
the growers of grain, by offering as prizes, to be competed for by the Wis- 
consin Agricultural Experiment Association (an organization composed 
of about 2,000 members) five silver trophies for the best samples of wheat, 
com, oats, barley, and rye grown by its members. Interest in the com- 
petition for these trophies was very keen. 
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A number of amendments to our rules have been passed, the most 
important being a change in the weighing and inspection departments. 
Both departments are now under the direction of the Board of Directors 
and the heads of both are salaried employes of the Chamber of Commerce. 
The revenue from both departments will be paid into the treasury of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The total receipts of grain of all kinds during 1908 were 47,295,000 
bushels; practically the same as received during the year 1907. 

The Board of Directors have, during the year, held the regular meet- 
ings required by the rules and in addition have had twenty-three special 
meetings, all of which have been well attended. 

The Freight Bureau has been revived at the request of the receiving 
and shipping interests. Mr. Greo. A. Schroeder was appointed manager 
at a moderate salary. This bureau has been under the direct charge of 
the Committee on Transportation. The work done by this committee 
and bureau is partly as follows: 

A decision by the Inter-State Commerce Commission compelled 
the Rock Island Railway to put into effect at an early date joint 
through rates on all kinds of grain from stations on its lines in Iowa, 
Minnesota and South Dakota, to Milwaukee, the same as the rates 
in effect to Chicaga 

A rule of the Chicago & Northwestern Railway Company charging 
the minimum capacity of large cars furnished to the shipper, regard- 
less of the actual weight of grain loaded into such cars, was taken up 
with the Railway Commission of Wisconsin, resulting in an order by 
the Commission to change the rule and refund the overcharge on all 
cars in excess of the actual weight. 

For many years the Omaha and Northwestern Railways had 
charged 2 cents per 100 pounds for the privilege of stopping ship- 
ments of barley in transit from Minneapolis at Milwaukee and other 
Wisconsin points to be malted in transit. This charge was abrogated 
on April 1st, last, through the efforts of our Freight Bureau. 

In the early part of the present year a decision of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission was rendered which was of great importance 
to this market. The milling interests of Kansas, Missouri, and Okla- 
homa, sought to have the rate on flour from the Missouri River to 
Chicago reduced to 4J^ per cwt., to equal the rate from Minneapolis 
to Chicago. The Milwaukee Chamber of Commerce, together with 
the Minneapolis Chamber of Commerce, the St. Louis Merchants 
Exchange, the Kansas City Board of Trade and the Chicago Board 
of Trade, were allowed to intervene; this Chamber being represented 
by Messrs. Bell and Schroeder at the hearing. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission denied the petition of the Southwestern Millers 
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and ruled that the difference in rates as stated was justified by the 
competition of water routes from Minneapolis to Chicago. 

The Manager of this Bureau has appeared before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission on various occasions to give testimony on subjects 
of importance affecting the trade of our city. 

Negotiations are now pending through this Bureau with the railway 
companies for the establishment of through rates on grain from Chicago 
to Eastern trunk Une territory, via Milwaukee, which, if successful will 
enable the trade of this city to enter the Chicago grain market on the same 
basis, as either Chicago or Manitowoc now enters the Milwaukee market 
for Eastern business. 

Our Manager is a member of the National Industrial Traffic League, 
an organization, the object of which is an interchange of ideas concerning 
traffic matters. 

On February 18th, last, Mr. W. J. Langson, ^ ho had been the Secretary 
and Treasurer for 44 years, died. He was during that time a most efficient 
officer, a lovable man and one who commanded the respect not only of 
every member of this organization, but had a high reputation throughout 
the land on matters pertaining to commerce and trade. His loss will be 
felt by all. 

The rulings of the Interstate Commerce Commission, the laws that 
compel equal rates and privileges to be granted to all individuals and 
locations, are beneficial to the traffic of our city, and your Board of Di- 
rectors look forward to a prosperous future for the Chamber of Commerce.

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Annual Report of the Trustees of the 
Gratuity Fund 

Milwaukee, April 8th, 1909. 
To the Board of Directors of the Chamber of Commerce: 

Gentlemen: The Trustees of the Gratuity Fund of the Chamber 
of Commerce beg to submit the following report upon the matters concern- 
ing the fund for the fiscal year of the Association ended April 5th, 1909. 

The total net income from the invested fund during the past year 
was $5,750.00. This income divided by the average annual death rate 
of participating -members for the past ten years in proportion to the " 
number of such members at the end of each year, gives $568.18 as the 
gratuity payable upon the death of each of the members who were qual- 
ified for participation in the fund. The death rate is 10.12, and the num- 
ber of deaths of members whose widows and heirs will receive this gratuity 
was eleven, .88 (t^) above the ten year average. It will require the total 
income of the fund and $499.98 drawn from the reserve or surplus, or in 
other words, the sum of $6,249.98 to pay the eleven gratuities, due to the 
increased death rate over the average for the ten year period. The re- 
serve thus reduced still has te,036.15 available, which may be drawn 
upon whenever the number of deaths for any year is greater than the aver- 
age for the preceding ten years. 

At par value, the Gratuity Fund amounts to the total sum of $128,- 
556.00, the amount held subject to payment to beneficiaries, and the 
reserve being included. Since the establishment of the Fund in 1880, 
$147,312.98 has been paid out in gratuities, including those of the year 
just closed. 

The following statement is presented, from which may be seen the 
annual income, dividends, number of deaths, principal of fund at par values 
and amount of reserve at the close of each year since the fund was estab- 
lished:

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ANNUAL REPORT OP THE SECRETARY 

Review of 1908 



Milwaukee, April 12th, 1909. 
Mr. WaUtLce Af. Be//, President of the Chamber oi Commerce: 

In presenting to you herewith the Fifty-first Annual Report of the 
Chamber of Commerce, the Secretary desires to pay a tribute to the ser- 
vices of the former Secretary, Mr. W. J. Langson, now deceased, whose 
labors extended over a period of forty-four years. His worth was appre- 
ciated by all who knew him, by those the most who knew him best, and the 
value of his reports on the trade and commerce of Milwaukee was widely 
recognized. 

The year 1908 in the business world was, for a portion of that period 
at least, a year of recovery from conditions brought about by the financial 
disturbances of the preceding Fall, but it is generally conceded that Mil- 
waukee suffered comparatively little from the troubles which disturbed 
other parts of the country, particularly the East. The opening of the 
year thus marked by great uncertainty and many forebodings of disaster, 
as evidenced by the shrinking of the total deposits at the Milwaukee 
banks during the early months of the year as compared with those of 
the previous year to the extent of $136,792,306.32, was more than com- 
pensated for by the improvement in conditions brought about in great 
part by abundant crops of all the leading farm products. 

The total crops of grain in the United States in 1908, as compiled by 
the Department of Agriculture, amounted to 4,354,890,000 bushels, against 
4,180,023,000 bushels in 1907, while the crop of hay was the largest re- 
corded by the Department, being 70,798,000 tons, and prices were uni- 
formly high throughout the year. 

The receipts of grain at this market for the calendar year were 47,- 
295,000 bushels, which may be regarded as practically the same as in the 
preceding year, and in only two other years as far back as there is any 
record, have these figures been exceeded, in 1898 and 1899. From this 
it would appear that Milwaukee is far from retrograding as a market for 
grain, and bearing in mind recent decisions of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission favorable to the grain trade of this city, it may be reasonably 
presumed that the movement of grain to our market will be augmented 
in the future. 

The receipts of grain at Chicago for the calendar year were four and 
a half milUons of bushels short of those of 1907, at St. Louis the shrink- 
age was fifteen and a half milHons, while Minneapolis showed a loss of 
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682,020 bushels for the year. Milwaukee, then, with only a slight falling 
off of a trifle over 100 cars of grain for the twelve months, may well con- 
sider that she has had a fair share of the grain receipts, as compared 
with other Western terminal markets. 

The following table shows the receipts of grain of all kinds at Mil- 
waukee from the year of the estabUshment of the Chamber of Conunerce, 
to and including the year just closed:

There is still the need in Milwaukee of modem elevators, nothing 
definite having resulted from the great necessity for improved storage 
facilities here, although rumors are occasionally heard of the proposed 
building of new grain warehouses. 

Some agitation in legislative circles has been apparent, perhaps not 
more than usual, regarding speculative trading, resulting in several bills 
being brought before the State Legislature, having their origin in a misun- 
derstanding of the nature and functions of an exchange regularly organ- 
ized under the law. There is already upon the statute books of this 
state a stringent law against the operation of institutions commonly termed 
*' bucket shops," which should not be lost sight of at the present time, 
while the fever for the regulation of grain and stock exchanges is upon 
us. This law was passed through the instrumentality of this Chamber 
of Commerce during the administration of Mr. E. C. Wall, and is reprinted 
elsewhere in these pages. 

The flour milling business of this city for the year was, under all the 
circumstances, quite satisfactory. The reported production of flour was 
somewhat higher than in the preceding year, the mills having manufac- 
tured 1,371,721 barrels, and there was considerable export business done 
by Milwaukee millers, the amount being reported as 28,000 barrels. The 
daily manufacturing capacity of flour mills of this city at the present time 
is about 8,100 barrels, the plant operated by the Standard Milling Co., 
being partially engaged in the manufacture of cereal products. 

The careful observer of conditions attendant upon the growth of a 
city has an eye upon the postal business, realizing therein a valuable index 
to the general activities of the community. 

A view of the business of the Milwaukee Post Office from year to year, 
as represented by the receipts of the office, is not disappointing, but on the 
contrary, is indicative of a steady and continuous growth. 
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The total receipts at the Milwaukee Post Office for last year amounted 
to $1,400,271.06, those of the preceding year $1,308,754.15, a gain of $91,- 
516.91.

A detailed statement of the receipts and expenditures of the office 
appears elsewhere, furnished by the courtesy of Postmaster D. C. Owen. 

There was a decided falling off in the business of transportation by 
lake in 1908, as shown by table presented below, by which it appears 
that the freight carried in 1908 was exceeded by that of 1907 by 1,354,057 
tons, although still ahead of any other preceding year. The decrease 
was chiefly in the across-lake lines, which showed a large falling off, espe- 
cially in the car-ferry business. The tonnage of those steamers, both 
east-bound and west-bound was 702,965 tons, while in 1907 they carried 
1,529,854 tons of freight. 

The views of a prominent marine man on the unsatisfactory season 
in lake transportation in 1908, are concisely expressed in a statement 
published in the Milwaukee Sentinel, January 1, 1909, as follows; 

To THE Editor op the Sentinel: 

The season just closed on the great lakes has been a most miserable 
one, only about three-fifths of the fleet having been in commission. 

Freights on ore were 10 cents less than in 1907, or 65 cents from the 
head of the lakes. Coal freights remained the same, or 30 cents to the 
head of the lakes and 40 cents to Lake Michigan, while the grain rate 
from Chicago during the greater part of the summer was down to %c 
to Ic per bushel. 

The majority of vessels did not operate until July 1, and, notwith- 
standing this, there was an oversupply of tonnage at all times. Some 
vessels went up light for ore and others went down light for coal, while 
many could get but a part of a cargo in either coal or ore. The amount 
of ore carried during 1908 was about 26,000,000 tons, or 15,000,000 tons 
less than in 1907. Coal carried also was considerably less this season. 

Any dividends paid on vessel property will be small and in many in- 
stances owners will, no doubt, have to dig into their pockets to pay for 
operating their vessels.

The pork packing industry of Milwaukee, which includes the operations 
of the large plant of Cudahy Bros., located a short distance south of the 
city, recorded a decrease in the number of hogs packed in 1908 from the 
number in 1907, amounting to 92,152. With the single exception of that 
year, however, it was the largest year's business in the history of that im- 
portant industry. 

The organization of the Live Stock Exchange in 1907 has resulted 
in an improvement in the marketing of live stock at Milwaukee. 

The packing for the summer season of 1908 was 741,865, the largest 

recorded for a similar season's packing operations.

Milwaukee has for years been one of the largest coal distributing 
centers on the lakes, having 32 docks for receiving and unloading coal, 
and abundant facilities for handling the largest vessels. The receipts 
of coal for 1908 at this port amounted to 4,041,726 tons, while the amount 
distributed to interior points was 1,202,686 tons. The receipts were below 
those of 1907—377,188 tons.

The project for building an outer harbor to be located on Jones Island, 
has received attention at various times for several years, and recently a 
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public hearing was held at the instance of Major Chas. S. Bromwell, United 
States Engineer in charge at Milwaukee, with a view to bringing out the 
ideas of the various commercial organizations and the citizens on the pro- 
position to modify the plans for improvement of the harbor heretofore 
adopted, and to establish an outer harbor. 

A committee appointed by the Board of Directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce appeared at the hearing and reaffirmed the position on this 
matter that has been consistently maintained by this Chamber of Com- 
merce on previous occasions. The committee declared that in its opinion 
"it is wise to carry out the original intention of im- 
proving the inner harbor in order to promote and main- 
tain our present superior shipping facilities, rather than 
to encourage the proposed outer harbor project at the 
present time^" 
Information of interest and value but touched upon in this brief 
review are more fully detailed in the statistical portion of the report, which 
is herewith respectfully submitted for your consideration, with the hope, 
and the belief freely ventured that the promise of improved conditions 
for the members of the Chamber of Commerce in the future will be fully 
realized.

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LAW or WISCONSIN AGAINST DUCKET SHOPS. 



The following is the law against "bucket shops" enacted at the 1902- 
'03 session of the Legislature of Wiscpnsin : 

To prohibit bucket shops and bucket shopping within the state of 
Wis3onsin. - ^ 

The people of the State of Wisconsin^ represented in senate and assembly^ 
do enact as follows: 

Section 1. A bucket shop, within the meaning of this act, is defined 
to be an oflBce, store or other place wherein the proprietor or keeper there- 
of, either in his or its own behalf, or as the agent or correspondent of any 
other person, corporation, association or co-partnership within or without 
the state, conducts the business of making, or offering to make, contracts, 
agreements, trades or transactions respecting the purchase or sale, or pur- 
chase and sale, of any stocks, grains, provisions, or other commodity, or 
personal property, wherein both parties thereto, or said proprietor or keeper 
contemplate or intend that such contracts, agreements, trades or transac- 
tions shall be or may be closed, adjusted or settled according to, or upon 
the basis of, the public market quotations of prices made on any board 
of trade or exchange, upon which the commodities or securities referred 
to in such contracts, agreements, trades or transactions are dealt in, and 
without a bona fide transaction on such board of trade, or exchange; or 
wherein both parties, or such keeper or proprietor shall contemplate or 
intend that such contracts, agreements, trades or transactions shall 
be, or may be, deemed closed or terminated when the public market 
quotations of prices made on such board of trade or exchange, for the 
articles or securities named in such contracts, agreements, trades or 
transactions, shall reach a certain figure; and also any office, store, or 
Other place where the keeper or proprietor thereof, either in his or its 
own behalf, or as agent as aforesaid, therein makes or offers to make, 
with others, contracts, trades or transactions for the purchase or sale of 
any such commodity, wherein the parties do not contemplate the actual 
or bona fide receipt or delivery of such property, but do contemplate 
a settlement thereof based upon differences in the prices at which said 
property is, or is claimed to be, bought and sold. The said crime shall 
be complete against any proprietor or keeper thus offering to make any 
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such contracts, trades or transactions, whether such offer is accepted 
or not. It is the intention of this act to prevent, punish and prohibit, 
within this state, the business now engaged in and conducted in places 
commonly known and designated as ''bucket shops," and also to include 
the practice now commonly known as bucket shopping by persons, corpo- 
rations, associations or co-partnerships, who or which ostensibly carry 
on the business or occupation of commission merchants or brokers in grain, 
provisions, petroleum, stocks and bonds. 

Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any corporation, association, 
co-partnership or person to keep, ox cause to be kept, within this state, 
any bucket shop; and any corporation or person, whether acting in- 
dividually or as a member, or as an officer, agent, or employe of any 
corporation, association or co-partnership, who shall keep or assist in 
the keeping of any bucket shop within this state, shall upon conviction 
thereof, be fined in a sum not less than twenty-five dollars and not more 
than one hundred dollars and be imprisoned in the coimty jail until such 
fine is paid, not exceeding six months; and any person or persons who 
shall be judicially determined guilty of a second offense imder this statute, 
in addition to the penalty above prescribed, shall, upon conviction, be 
imprisoned in the coimty jail for a period of not less than ten days and 
not more than sixty days, and if a corporation, shall be liable to forfeit- 
ure of its charter; and the continuance of such establishment after the 
first conviction shall be deemed a second offense. 

Section 3. Any corporation, association, co-partnership or person 
who shall commimicate, receive, exhibit or display in any manner, any 
statements of quotations of the prices of any property, mentioned in 
Section 1 hereof, with a view to any transaction in this act prohibited, 
shall be deemed an accessory, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined 
and punished the same as the principal, and as provided in Section 2 of 
this act. ^ 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of every commission merchant, co- 
partnership, association, corporation or broker, doing business as such 
to furnish, upon demand, to any customer or principal for whom such 
commission merchant, broker, co-partnership, corporation or association 
has executed any order for the actual purchase or sale of any of the comr 
modities hereinbefore mentioned, either for immediate or future deliv- 
ery, a written statement containing the names of the parties from whom 
such property was bought, or to whom it shall have been sold, as the 
case niay be, the time when, the place where, and the price at which 
the same was either bought or sold; and in case such commission mer- 
chant, broker, co-partnership, corporation or association shall refuse 
to promptly furnish such statement upon reasonable demand, the fact 
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of such refusal shall be prima facie evidence that such property was not 
sold or bought in a legitimate manner. Every purchase or sale, or pur- 
chase and sale, and all other transactions by or between members of any 
lawfully constituted chamber of commerce or board of trade, organized 
under or by virtue of the laws of this state, and in accordance with the 
charter of such corporation, and the rules, by-laws, and resolutions adop- 
ted therein, shall be prima facie valid. 

Section 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage and publication. 
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MILWAUKEE 5ANKS AND TRUST COMPANIES 



As was to be expected, the banking business of Milwaukee still suf- 
fered somewhat in 1908 from the effects of the currency troubles of the 
closing months of the previous year. 

Milwaukee has six National and seven State banks. One of the 
latter, the Second Ward Savings Bank, just prior to the opening of the 
present year, increased its capital stock from $200,()(X).00 to $1,000,000.00, 
the surplus fund of that institution having reached the sum of $900,000.00, 
and the undivided profits $181,406.89. With this addition, the total 
capital stock of the thirteen Milwaukee banks amounts to $7,950,000.00 
at the present time.

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ANNUAL REVIEW Or MILWAUKEE'S 
MANUrACrURING INDUSTRIES 



From the table below, it may be seen that the value of the year's 
production by the city's manufacturing establishments, as compiled by 
the Milwaukee Sentinel, and published on January 1st, 1909, decreased 
as colnpared with that of the preceding year, $20,586,567, or 6.38 per 
cent., while the amount of capital employed increased $5,089,828, or 2.32 
per cent. 

For many years the Milwaukee Sentinel has made an annual feature 
of its review of the manufacturing industries of the city. The review 
for 1908 is given below, with suitable comparisons with the year just 
previous in totals and percentages.

The following table shows the various manufactures of Milwaukee 
concerns for 1908, the total number of establishments engaged in manu- 
facturing, the number of employes, the amount of wages paid, the capital 
employed in the production, and the total amount of production for the 
year. 

It shows a comparison with 1907, which is said by leading manufac- 
turers and business men to indicate that, all conditions considered, Mil- 
waukee has been one of the most prosperous of the great cities of the United 
States for the year. These figures have been arrived at by the Sentinel, 
by a diligent system of inquiry among the leaders in each line and from 
reports received from hundreds of individual concerns. It has not been 
deemed wise by The Sentinel to indulge in "padding" these figures for the 
purpose of putting on paper irresponsible figures, which mean nothing 
but the creation of a false impression regarding the business condition 
of Milwaukee.

Calmly considered, 1908 was not so bad after all, so far as Milwaukee 
is concerned. When the annual trade reviews for 1907 were issued, it 
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was shown that in every department of business activity there had been 
increases which denoted that 1907 was an abnormal year, in which unpre- 
cedented activity was disturbed in the later months and followed by a 
slump which caused prophecies of practical paralysis in many lines for the 
year to follow. These pessimistic prophecies have not been borne out 
by history. True, many lines .of manufacture and jobbing show smaller 
figures than for 1907. But practically every maker in almost every Une 
will tell you that it is unfair to compare 1908 with 1907. Conditions this 
year have not tended to exaggerate outputs, but almost every concern 
reports normal business. 

By "normal business" no comparison is intended between 1908 and 
1907. The average annual output, with an average solid yearly increase 
is normal business. With that measure as a standard, the result of the 
year to Milwaukee manufacturers and jobbers is entirely satisfactory. 

Further evidence of a satisfactory year to the business interests of 
Milwaukee is the evidence furnished by the bankruptcy court of the finan- 
cial soundness of Milwaukee business. The business of the bankruptcy 
court for the Eastern district of Wisconsin is in an extreme state of dilapi- 
dation. 

Iron, steel and beer were the principal manufactures in Milwaukee 
which suffered in 1908. In the manufacture of iron and steel products, 
including heavier kinds of machinery, the loss reached to from 35 to 40 
per cent. In the early part of the year it looked as though the metal 
working industries would suffer a much greater decrease, but in later 
months the business atmosphere cleared and with the restoration of con- 
fidence the resumption of work in the big factories was general and the 
original estimates of losses for the year were found to be greatly exagger- 
ated. 

Statistics from various parts of the country show that Milwaukee 
manufacturers were much more fortunate than makers in many other 
localities — ^in fact, nowhere in the United States has the general average 
for the year been more encouraging and satisfactory than here. The big 
iron works have all resumed operation and many are working at almost 
their normal capacity on orders for material which will enter into some 
of the biggest operations of years. Railroads, while showing a spirit of 
great economy, are making big improvement plans and are sending in 
big orders for steel. Much of this is renewing old rails for sidetrack re- 
pairs, but gradually the size of orders for heavy new steel is increasing, 
and they are becoming more frequent. The iron and steel men are becom- 
ing solidly confident of a long period of prosperity. 

With beer, the situation is different. The curtailment of the produc- 
tion has been the result of conditions other than those which were respon- 
sible for the decrease in the output of iron and steel. The consumption 
of beer in the southern states affected by the prohibition wave was de- 
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creased to such an extent that every big shipping brewery in the country 
was visibly affected. Some of the Milwaukee breweries had a large es- 
tablished business in the south, especially in Alabama, Greorgia, Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana. Prohibition in these states was perhaps directly 
responsible for the decrease in demand for the product of Milwaukee 
breweries more than any other cause. Those brewers who were fortunate 
enough to have a good business in the northwest have made a better 
showing for the year than others. 

The manufacture of leather which is carried on in Milwaukee to a 
greater extent than anywhere else in the world, shows an increase for 
1908, as compared to 1907. 

The meat packing industry shows an increase in the total output for 
the year, when compared with the year previous. In this line a different 
combination of quantities and prices appear to make up the average for 
the year. Profits were probably much smaller, and if the year's product 
as given in this table was shown in the number of animals slaughtered, 
it is probable that a decrease would be visible. 

Men's, boys' and women's clothing showing a substantial increase 
for the year is taken as a safe basis for the estimate that people generally 
have been more prosperous than surface conditions would indicate. 

The increased consumption of flour and cereals for food, a result of 
high meat prices, is responsible for increased figures for the manufacture 
of flour and bread. 

An increase in the output of the big shoe factories in Milwaukee is 
said to be a local condition and not true of that line elsewhese. The pros- 
perity of the shoe men is largely due to their advantageous situation in 
connection with the Milwaukee tanneries. 

It must be conceded to the manufacturers of Milwaukee that their 
conservatism and energy has pulled them through what promised to be 
a disastrous year, closing on a solid business foundation a year which 
began in the throes of a panic.

THE MILWAUKEE POST OPPICE 



The business of the Milwaukee Post Office for 1908, showed a steady 
and continuous growth over previous years, although the increase was 
not so large as that of 1907 over 1906. 

The total gross receipts of the office for the year were $1,400,271.06 
from the sale of stamps, postal cards, envelopes, waste paper, box rents, 
and second, third and foiirth class matter, against $1,308,754.15 for 1907, 
from the same soiu-ces. 

The amount of remittances received from Wisconsin Postmasters, 
was $714,154.62, in 1908, about three and one-half times that of 1907, 
a large increase. 

The largest increase was in third and fourth class matter, being 63 
per cent., while the proceeds of the sale of stamps and envelopes showed 
a seven per cent, increase. 

The following table, furnished through the courtesy of the Postmaster, 
Mr. D. C. Owen, shows the details of the receipts and disbursements of 
the office for two years:

The mills of Milwaukee manufactured during the year 1908, 1,371,721 
barrels of flour, an increase over the output of 1907, of 82,776 barrels. 
This may be considered as very satisfactory, in view of the large decreases 
noticeable at some of the other large milling centers, Milwaukee still hold- 
ing fourth place in the list as regards amount of flour produced duriug the 
year, Minneapolis, Buffalo and Kansas City preceding her in the order 
named. 

The amount manufactured at eighteen of the leading milling points 
of the United States east of the Rocky Mountains in 1908 was 28,323,039 
barrels, against 27,491,835 barrels in 1907, a decrease for those cities^of 
831,204 barrels. 

The capacity of the six flour mills of the city has been increased, 
being 8,100 barrels as the total daily capacity.

The prices of flour during the year were remarkably imiform, the range 
on Patents being but 85 cents for the twelve months. 

The prices on Patent flours quoted range from $5.00 in February, 
to $5.85, the highest point of the year, reached in August, while the previous 
year's prices are on a much lower basis — $4.00 to $6.15, a range for the year 
of $2.15 per barrel. 

There was an increase in the export business which was also quite 
noticeable, while the exports from the entire United States decreased nearly 
2,000,000 barrels for the year. 

Receipts of flour from interior points were smaller than for any year 
since 1905, and the shipments were larger than for any year since 1903, 
large increases in shipments being noted in the amount carried by the 
break-bulk across lake lines. 
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The following tables show the details of the movement of flour at Mil- 
waukee, the sources of supply and routes of shipment, comparisons being 
also shown with former years; also general statistics of the milling industry, 
both local and for other important manufacturing points:

There was a substantial increase in the receipts of wheat at this mar- 
ket in 1908 over those of 1907. The increase amounted to 3,150,821 
bushels, or about 32 per cent. The amount shipped for the year was also 
in excess of the preceding year about 44 per cent. Details of movement 
appear in the table below. 

The amount ground by the mills was 6,172,745 bushels, almost half 
of the total supply of wheat in this market for the year. 

It will be noticed that the inspection of spring wheat for the year 1908 
shows a higher percentage of the better grades than for several years, 
22.14 per cent, of the total receipts of spring wheat having graded No. 1, 
the largest proportion for nine years; 

Prices were high during the year, the lowest for No. 1 northern being 
$1.03 in May, and the highest $1.24 in August. 

The total production of wheat in the United States in 1908 is placed 
by the Agricultural Department at 664,602,000 bushels. In 1907 the 
crop was 634,087,000 bushels, an increase of about 303^ millions of bushels 
for the crop of last year.

On May 1 the area of Winter Wheat to be harvested was about 27,- 
871,000 acres, or 2,478,000 acres (8.1 %) less than the area harvested in 
1908, and 2,163,000 acres (7.2 %) less than the area sown last fall (30,- 
034,000 acres, which includes 150,000 acres of winter wheat sown in Mon- 
tana, not included in the December estimate.)

The receipts of com at Milwaukee for 1908 show a large decrease as 
compared with those of 1907, the amount of the decrease being 2,763,435 
bushels. The shipments were correspondingly reduced. The decrease 
in receipts was common to all the large grain markets, Chicago having 
received in 1908, 33,990,785 bushels less than in the preceding year, the 
result of an increased movement to the South for shipment from Gulf 
ports, and a demand from other parts of the country. 

The production of corn in Wisconsin on the crop of 1908, amounted 
to 49,674,000 bushels, equivalent to a value of $30,301,000, on December 
first. 

The total crop of the country was 2,668,651,000 bushels, and the total 
value was $1,616,145,000, as computed by the Agricultural Department, 
which is the highest ever reached. 

The crop of 1908 exceeds the average of five preceding years 2.1 per 
cent, as regards quantity, and 42.6 per cent, as regards value.

The oats crop of the United States harvested in 1908 was damaged 
to a large extent by drought, the amount of the crop in bushels being 807,- 
156,000, or 9.3 per cent, below the average of five years. The value of 
the crop, however, was 9.6 per cent, above the average for that period, 
or $381,171,000. 

Wisconsin raised 73,085,000 bushels of oats on the crop of 1908, 
against 51,700,000 bushels on the preceding crop, and 91,630,000 bushels 
in 1906. 

The receipts of oats at Milwaukee were reported at 12,984,000 bushels 
for the calendar year, the largest since 1899, and have been exceeded in but 
three years in the history of the market, viz: 1899, 1898 and 1896. 

The quantity absorbed by local needs, for feeding and manufacturing 
purposes is computed at 3,849,791 bushels. The local branch of the Stand- 
ard Milling Company is engaged in the manufacture of cereal products 
and in its operations uses a large quantity of oats.

Wisconsin ranks second in the list of barley growing states east of 
the Rocky Mountains, on the crop of 1908, in point of production, having 
raised 24,750,000 bushels, while in 1907 the crop was 18,423,000 bushels. 

The total production of the entire country reached the figure of 166,- 
756,000^bushels, 13 per cent, higher than the average of five years, and 
22.6 per cent, above the average value of the crop for that period. 

The receipts of barley at Milwaukee showed a decrease as compared 
with the receipts of 1907, amounting to almost a million bushels. The 
shipments were large, 9,318,604 bushels, which left, after taking into 
accoimt the stocks in elevators at the beginning and end of the year, as 
the apparent local consumption, 6,588,858 bushels of barley.

Wisconsin is one of the leading states in the production of rye, the 
total crop of the United States in 1908 being 31,851,000 bushels, of which 
Wisconsin grew 5,225,000 bushels. In 1907 Wisconsin produced 4,765,- 
000 bushels,, out of a total crop of 31,566,000 bushels. 

The quality of the last crop was also good, and at the prices which 
prevailed on December 1st, the total farm value of the year's production 
was $23,455,000. 

The receipts at Milwaukee were somewhat less than in 1907, although 
still averaging well as compared with former years, and the apparent 
local consumption showed a decided reduction.

As a consequeijce of general business conditions, and, too, of the 
prohibition movement in 1908, the production of malt was greatly reduced. 

The indicated amount of malt manufactured in Milwaukee during 
the year, based on the amount of barley used for local consumption, 
was 7,247,743 bushels. This amount added to the quantity received 
from interior points, 1,781,195 bushels, makes the total supply of malt 
9,028,938 bushels. 

The total daily capacity of the malting establishments of this city 
is about 35,000 bushels. They would therefore be able to turn out about 
10,500,000 bushels of malt in a year, if running on full time.

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LIVE STOCK. 



The receipts of hogs at Milwaukee in 1908 were the largest recorded, 
1,733,397. The number forwarded to Chicago was 216,159. These 
figures show that Milwaukee's importance as a live stock market is grow- 
ing, and indicate that there were 1,517,238 hogs packed during the calen- 
dar year, not including the number brought to market by other means 
than the railroad. 

Receipts of cattle and sheep do not show an increase over the pre- 
vious year, but the number of cattle is larger than for any preceding 
year, with the single exception of 1907. 

Milwaukee is growing to be quite a market for calves, having received 
100,384 ia 1908, and forwarded 8,563 for the same period, indicating a 
local slaughtering of 91,821 calves.

HIDES AND LEATHER. 



The receipts of hides at Milwaukee by transportation lines during 
the year 1908 amounted to 2,102,282, and to that may be added 77,120, 
the number of hides entering into the supply from local sources, contri- 
buted from the slaughtering of cattle by butchers, and the smaller packing 
concerns. The total supply resulting was 2,179,402, which, after deduct- 
ing the shipments for the year, 147,455, leaves as the apparent number 
available for tanning purposes, 2,031,947. 

There are eleven establishments engaged in the tanning industry in 
this city, and the value of their production for 1908 is represented by $25,- 
550,000, second only to that of the iron and machinery industry.

The total receipts of coal at Milwaukee by rail and lake in 1908 were 
somewhat less than in 1907, the exact amount of the decrease being rep- 
resented by 307,581 tons. The total amount brought to this city was 
4,041,926 tons, including 3,661,167 tons by lake from lower lake ports; 
168,205 tons by car-ferry lines, and 212,554 tons by rail. 

The receipts by lake were most affected, showing a falling off of 378,- 
345 tons, as compared with 1907. With the single exception of 1907, 
however, the amount of coal brought to Milwaukee was larger than in 
any other preceding year. 

The year 1908 was ahead of all others in the receipts of anthracite 
coal, the amount reaching 1,063,879 tons. 

There are thirty docks located at Milwaukee for the handling of coal, 
twenty-three being operated by coal companies, and seven by private in- 
dustries. These, with the harbor facilities make Milwaukee an important 
distributing point for coal, for supplying the northwestern states. Of 
the immense amount of coal coming here last year, but 800,000 or 900,000 
tons, approximately, went into local consumption, leaving the balance 
for distribution among dealers in the interior. It was estimated by a 
leading dealer that stocks were about 2,350,000 tons at the end of the 
year.

The production of beer in Milwaukee was necessarily curtailed in 
1908, a decrease of 4.3 per cent, resulting from business and labor condi- 
tions combined with prohibitory laws enacted in some states, notably the 
southern. The amount manufactured was less than for four years prior 
to 1908, as shown by the annual statement furnished by the Internal 
Revenue Department, which places the output at 3,665,403 barrels for 
the city of Milwaukee.

The rates of storage on grain have been in effect in the Milwaukee 
market since May 1st, 1901 : 

Elevating, including 10 days storage, J^ cent per bushel. 
Each succeeding day, 1-50 cent per bushel. 

The rates include unloading and loading from and to cars or 
vessels. 



INSPECTION PEES. 

The fees for the inspection of grain have been fixed by the Board of 
Directors as follows: 

For inspecting grain from railroad cars into store, 25c per car load. 
For inspecting grain from elevators into railroad cars, 25c per car load. 
For inspecting grain from elevators into vessels. 25c per 1,000 bushels. 
For inspecting grain by sample, in bulk, 30c per car load. 
For inspecting grain by sample, in bags, ^c per bag. 
For inspecting grain from wagons, 15c per wagon load. 
For inspecting grain from elevators into wagons, 10c per wagon load. 
For sampling screenings, 30c per car load. 
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WEIGHING CHARGES. 

The charges established by the Chamber of Commerce for super- 
vishig the weighing of grain are as follows: 

From railway cars, 35 cents per car load. 
, From elevators to cars, 35 cents per car load. 
From elevators to wagons, 20 cents per 1,000 bushels, or part thereof. 
From elevators to vessels, 5,000 bushels or over, 10 cents per 1,000 
bushels. 

From elevators to vessels, less than 5,000 bushels, 15 cents per 1,000 
bushels. 

Coal, pig iron and salt from vessels, 3 cents per ton. 
The charges for weighing on the Chamber of Commerce wagon scales, 
as estabUshed by the Board of Directors, are as follows: 

For weighing car loads, 50 cents per car when not exceeding ten 
wagon loads to the car, and when in excess of that amount an additional 
charge of 5 cents per wagon load shall be made. 

Grain and malt from other sources than railroad cars, in quantities 
of ten loads or more, 5 cents per wagon load; and in quantities less than 
ten wagon loads, 10 centff per wagon load. 

Other property than grain and malt, 10 cents per wagon load. 

EXPENSES or DELIVERING GRAIN AT MILWAUKEE. 

When grain is sold "on track," or "in store," there is no expense 
to the seller for delivering. 

When sold "delivered," the cost is one cent per bushel for cartage 
on all kinds of grain. 

When sold "switched," there is no charge for switching to places 
of delivery connected by rail with the railroad by which the property 
is received, unless previously ordered to team tracks, in which case there 
is a charge of $2.00 per car for switching. In such case, however, an 
extra price is obtained, sufficient to cover the cost of delivery.

' Grain sold "f. o. b." for eastern shipment, if transferred on day of 
unloading, is subject to a charge of $2.00 per car for transferring, on the 
C, M. & St. P. R'y., and on the C. & N.-W. R'y. J^c per bushel, including 
5 days free storage. If transferred within ten days after unloading, the 
charge for transferring is J^ cent per bushel on either road.

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CHARTER AND RULES 
OF THE 

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 



AN ACT 

To Incorporate the Chamber of Commerce of the 
City of Milwaukee 



Approved February 29, 1868; Amended by Acts Published 

February 24, 1877; February 26, 1879; March 

10, 1880, and March 8, 1889. 



The People of the Btate of Wiaoomin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. The persons now composing the Chamber of ^^^^^^^^^^ 
Commerce of the City of Milwaukee, are hereby created a body 
corporate, under the name and style of the "Chamber of Com- 
merce of the City of Milwaukee," and by that name may sue Name and style 
and be sued, implead and be impleaded, acquire and hold prop- 
erty and effects', real and personal; may have a ocmmioii seal, 
and alter the same from time to time, and make sucb rules a;nd 
by-laws, with power to alter the same from time to time, as 
may seem proper or necessary for the good government of the power to make 
corporation hereby created; such rules and by-laws not to con- 
travene the laws of this State or the United States.

Sec. 3. The officers of said Chamber of Commerce shall 
consist of a President, two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary and 
Treasurer, and a Board of Directors, all of whom shall be 
elected by the members of the Chamber. To elect a President, 
Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer it shall require a 
majority of all the votes cast at any election, for each of such 
officers respectively. In all elections for directors a plurality of 
votes shall elect. Said corporation may also elect or appoint 
such other officers as may be provided for from time to time by 
the rules and by-laws.

Sec. 4. The said corporation is hereby authorized to estab- 
lish such rules and regulations for the management of its busi- 
ness and the mode in which it shall be transacted, as it may 
deem proper; and said corporation is also empowered to con- 
vert the surplus money and property now belonging to it, or 
which may hereafter belong to it, into a Gratuity Fund, to be 
invested by a committee to be appointed by the Board of 
Directors, and to appropriate the net income fhereof for the 
benefit of those of its members or the widows or heirs of such 
persons as may die while members, who are entitled to partici- 
pate i^ the Gratuity Fund, as provided by its rules. Said fund 
shall be administered in such manner as said corporation may by 
rule direct; and said corporation is empowered to prescribe by 
its rules such qualifications for participation in the benefits of the 
Gratuity Fund as to age or bodily condition of persons hereafter 
becoming members of the Association, as it may deem best.

The said corporation shall have power to admit and 
to suspend or expel members as it may see fit, in manner to be 
prescribed by the rules and by-laws. 



Sec. 7. The Board of Directors of said corporation, in addi- 
tion to the eX'Officio members thereof, as hereinafter designated, 
shall consist of nine members, and who shall be elected as here- 
inafter provided, in the same manner and at the same time pre- 
scribed in the general rules of the corporation for the election 
of other officers, and for the periods following: At the first 
election to be held next after the passage of this act there shall 
be chosen three directors who shall each hold the office for the 
term of one year; three others who shall each hold the office, 
for the term of two years, and three others who shall each hold 
the <^ce for the term of three' years. The ballots cast shall 
designate the term which it is intended each person voted for 
shall hold. Annually thereafter there shall be chosen in the 
same manner three directors, who shall each hold the office for 
the term of three years. The qualifications for directors shall 
be as provided in the rules, and vacancies may be filled as pro- 
vided in said rules. The Board of Directors, together with the 
ea-offioio members thereof, in addition to the performance of 
such other duties as may be assigned to them in the rules and 
by-laws, shall investigate complaints against members, and when 
sitting in such capacity shall have power to examine witnesses 
under oath, to be administered by the presiding member, ana 
when in their judgment any member has been proven guilty of 
conduct meriting suspension or expulsion, they may suspend 
or expel such member. The President, Vice-Presidents and 
Secretary shall be ew-offioio members of the Board of Directors, 
and, together with the directors elected, shall manage the busi- 
ness of the corporation. If any person shall depose, swear or 
affifm falsely as to any matters before said board, he shall be 
deemed guilty of the crime of perjury, and punishable therefor 
according to the laws of the State. Said Board of Directors and 
the Boards of Arbitration and Appeals may each cite witnesses 
to appear before it; and in ^case any person residing in the 
County of Milwaukee shall, after reasonable citation and notice 
as to time, wilfully neglect or refuse to appear and give evi- 
dence before any of said boards, he shall be liable in damages 
to the party aggrieved to the same extent and the same as if he 
had been guilty of like neglect or refusal to attend as a witness 
in a court of record.

PREAMBLE. 

The objects of this Association shall be to promote just and 
equitable principles in trade, to correct abuses, to establish and 
maintain uniformity in the commercial usages of the city, to 
acquire, preserve and disseminate valuable business information, 
and to support such regulations and measures as may advance 
the mercantile and manufacturing interests of the City of Mil- 
waukee. To carry out these objects, and with a view to avoid, 
as far as practicable, the controversies and misunderstandings 
which are apt to arise between individuals engaged in trade 
when they have no acknowledged rules to guide them, we, the 
members of the Chamber of Commerce of the City of Milwaukee, 
by virtue of the power vested in us by the foregoing Charter, 
do hereby agree to be governed by the following rules: 
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GENiJRAL RULES. 
RULE I. 

OOVEBNMBNT AND ELBOTIONS. 

Seotion 1. The government of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the City of Milwaukee is hereby Tested in a President, a first 
Vice-President, a second Vice-President, a Secretary and 
Board of Direc- Treasurer, /and .nine Directors, who collectively — including 
the President, Vice-Prefiidents and Secretary and Treasurer — 
shall be known as the Board of Directors, all of whom shall 
ha.ve' ieeh m^iiibers of the Association for at least one year next 
precteding their election. The President, Vice-Presidents, and 
Secretary and Treasurer shall be elected annually, and shall 
hold their offices for the term of one year, or until the&r 
successors shall have been elected and qualified. Three Direc- 
tors shall be elected annually, and shall hold their offices for 
the term of three years. Seven members of the Board of Di- 
rectors shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, 
but a less niunber may adjourn from time, to time to any fixed 
date preceding the next regular meeting of said Board. 

Sec. 2. There shall be elected annually by the members of 
the Association, at the same time and in the same , manner fixed 
for the election of other officers of the Association, a Board of 
Arbitration and a Board of Appeals, to consist of five members 
each, who shall hold their respective offices for the term of one 
year, or until their successors shall have been elected and 
qualified. No person shall at the same time be a member of 
both boards. The qualifications for election to either of these 
boards shall be the same as to the office of Director.

Sec. 3. The annual election for all elective officers of the 
Association shall be held in the Exchange Rooms, on the first 
Monday in April of each year, between the hours of 10 o'clock

ballot. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce to see that a proper Australian ballot is printed ready 
for use forty-eight hours before the day set for the Annual Election; 
and prior to such election the Board of Directors shall formulate 
rules for a caucus and primary election which shall govern the 
time and manner of holding such caucus and primary and, 
with the approval of the Association, shall govern the manner 
of holding such caucus and primary and the annual election.

Notice of such election shall be given by publication of the same 
in one or more of the daily newspapers of the dty of Milwaukee, 
and by posting on the bulletin of the Exchange Room for at 
least one week previous to said election. The official term of 
all officers shall commence on the Monday succeeding their 
election. The official ballot shall be issued at the polls only, and 
no other form of ballot shall be counted by the tellers of the annual 
election. No ballot shall be counted for Directors unless it indicates 
a vote for as many regularly nominated candidates as there are 
Directors to be elected at that election; nor shall any ballot be 
counted for members of the Board of Arbitration or for members of 
the Board of Appeals unless it indicates a vote for as many regu- 
larly nominated candidates as there are to be elected on the Board 
of Arbitration or the Board of Appeals at that election. 

Sec. 4. If at the annual election there should be a failure to 
elect a President, either of the Vice-Presidents, or Secretary and 
Treasurer, another election shall take place on the following 
day at the same time and place, and if at such[second election there 
should be a failure to elect such officer, another election shall take 
place on the third day thereafter, at the same time and place ; and 
if at such adjourned election there should be a failure to elect any 
or each of the above officers, thon the person holding such office 
shall be continued in office until the next annual election. The 
Association shall hold its annual meeting on the second Monday of Annual Meet- 
April at such hour as the Board of Directors may designate and ^°^- 
announce.

Section I. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at 
and to preserve order at all meetings of the Association or of 
the Board of Directors; to direct the minutes of the previous 
meeting, reports of committees, or other papers to be read; in 
t^e absence of the Secretary to appoint one of the members of 
the Association to officiate in his place^ and to call ^tra meet- 
ings of the Association when he or the Board of Directors may 
deem it expedient.

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the President to preserve 
order and proper business decorum in the Exchange Room of 
the Association during all business hours, and in case any mem- 
ber or other person shall be guilty of any disorderly, boisterous 
or offensive conduct while in the Exchange Room, he shall, for 
that offense, be summarily fined by the President a sum not 
exceeding ten dollars, or be suspended from the privilege of 
admission to said room for such time as the President may 
determine, not exceeding one week, subject, however, to ap- 
peal to the Board of Directors; but pending such appeal he 
shall remain so suspended if the President shall so elect. Any 
member or other person fined, as herein provided, shall not be 
admitted to the Exchange Room until such fine shall have been 
paid or remitted. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the President, prior to any 
election to be held by the Association, to appoint a sufficient 
number of tellers to take charge of the ballot-boxes and poll- 
lists of the Association. They shall receive, consecutively, 
and place in the ballot-boxes, all ballots of members who shall 
be in good and regular standing, who shall have paid all dues 
and assessments. The tellers shall keep a record of all mem- 
bers voting, and opposite each name shall place the number of 
the ballot deposited by said member.

Section 1. All the financial and business concerns of the 
Association shall be managed and conducted (in accordance 
with the charter and rules of the Association) by and under the 
direction of the Board of Directors; and no moneys sliall be 
paid except on its vote on each sum proposed to be paid. It 
shall be the duty of the Board of Directors to inquire into mat- 
ters affecting the welfare of the Aseociation or the business 
interests of the City of Milwaukee, and to report upon the same 
to the Association, together with such recommendations as to 
rules and regulations, rates of commission and charges, as May 
be deemed advisable. The Board of Directors shall, annually, 
on the second Monday in April of each year, or as soon there- 
after as may be practicable, appoint three standing commit- 
tees, of five members each, to act respectively as Supervisors 
of Flour Inspection, of Grain Inspection and Weighing, and of 
Inspection of Provisionfl and Cooperage, and such other com- 
mittees, inspectors, gaugers, weighers, measurers, and other 
officers or servants, not otherwise provided for, as in its opin- 
ion may be for the best interests of the Association. 

Sec. 2. The term of office of all such appointees shall Term of office, 
commence on the third Monday of April of the year in which 
they shall have been appointed, or at such time as the Direc- 
tors may designate, and continue until the third Monday of 
April next ensuing, or until their successors shall have been 
duly appointed and qualified. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Directors shall annually on the second Appointment 
Monday in April of each year, or as soon thereafter as maybe prac- ^ " P«<5 o . 
ticable, appoint a Weigher, Inspector of Grain and Flax-seed, an 
Inspector of Flour and an Inspector of Provisions, to serve respect- 
ively for one year from the third Monday of April in that year, or 
until their successors shall have been appointed and qualified, unless 
sooner removed from office. Such appointment shall be made only 
on the affirmative action and approval of at least seven members 
of the Board of Directors. The Board of Directors shall have 
power to revoke any of its appointments by a majority of its mem- 
bers elect. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Directors shall also' fix the compen- compensation

Sec. 7. The Board of Directors shall make a report to the 
Association, on 'Change or otherwise, of appointments madie by 
it or the revocation of the same; and at each annual meeting 
of the Association it shall make a full report of the condition 
of the affairs of the Association. It shall also, before the ex- 
piration of the fiscal year, make an assessment upon members 
of the Association, for the purposes of the Association, for the 
succeeding year, and shall report the amount assessed upon 
each member at least one week previous to the annual election 
in each year, and no member of the Association shall be en- 
titled to vote at the annual election unless he "shall have paid 
such ^assessment. 

Sec. 8. In order to meet current expenses or accumulated 
debt, which the paid annual assessment shall have proved in- 
sufficient to discharge, the Board of Directors may, with the 
assent of two-thirds of the members of the Association present 
at any meeting — ^the members present and voting being not less 
than one hundred — ^make special assessments which shall be 
payable by members of the Association at such time and in 
such manner as the Board of Directors shall by resolution direct. 

Sec. 9. The Board of Directors shall cause to be provided 
suitable rooms for the purposes of the Association, which shall 
be kept open for the transaction of commercial business during 
such hours as the members of the Association shall from time 
to time by resolution direct, and the Board of Directors shall 
have power to make all needful regulations in regard to the

Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors to 
examine charges against any member of the Association, when 
made in writing to the President or Secretary, by any other 
member or members, and if the party accused shall be found 
guilty of improper conduct of a personal character in the rooms 
of the Association; of a violation of the Rules, By-Laws or Reg- 
ulations of the Association; of making or reporting any false 
or fictitious purchases or sales; of any act of bad faith; of any 
attempt at extortion; of any act contrary to the spirit which 
should govern all commercial transactions; or of any other dis- 
honorable or dishonest conduct, he shall be censured, suspended 
or expelled by the Board of Directors, as it may determine from 
the nature and gravity of the offense committed. It shall be 
deemed an offense agaipst the rules of the Chamber of Com- 
merce for any person to act as a broker or commission mer- 
chant, or to buy or sell any grain or other property for an agent 
or employe of any telegraph company doing business in the 
City of Milwaukee, and upon the complaint, in writing, of a 
member of the Chamber of Commerce or any officer or agent of 
any telegraph company, charging such offense against any mem- 
ber of this Association, the Board of Directors shall investigate 
such complaint; and if the member accused shall be found 
guilty, he shall be censured, suspended or expelled,, as the Di- 
rectors may determine, in the manner prescribed in this section. 

Sec. 11. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors, in Offenses 
case any grave offense, committed by any member of the Asso- 
ciation against the good name or dignity thereof, shall come to 
its knowledge, either by public rumor or report, to cause a pre- 
liminary or informal investigation to be made by a committee 
of its members into the truth or falsity of such rumor or report. 
If such committee, after investigation, shall deem such rumor 
or report sufficiently well founded, it 'shall so report to the 
Board of Directors, with charges, whereupon the person thus 
implicated shall be notified in manner provided in section four- 
teen (14) of this rule, to appear before the Board of Directors, 
and, if foimd guilty, he shall be censured, suspended or expelled. 
A majority of a quorum sitting at a regular, special or adjourned 
meeting of the Board of Directors shall be sufficient to censure, 
but to suspend or expel a member of the Association for any 
offense enumerated in this or the foregoing section, it shall 
require an affirmative vote of two-thirds of the members present. 
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except when less than nine members are present, in which case 
it shall require at least six affirmative votes to suspend or expel. 

Sbo. 12. If it shall be charged that any member of the 
Association has failed to comply promptly with any contract, 
either verbal or written; has negJected or refused to comply 
promptly with the award of any Board of Arbitration or Board 
of Appeals, rendered in conformity with the Rules and R^ula- 
tions of the Association; or has refused or neglected to submit 
any matter of difference to arbitration, it shall be the duty of 
the Board of Directors, upon the complaint in writing of the 
aggrieved party, to consider the matter at any regular, adjourned 
or special meeting of said Board, of which meeting the accuser 
and accused shall have had at least six days' notice in writing to 
attend; and if by a majority vote of the Directors present — 
there being at least six votes in the affirmative — the charges 
made shall be decided to be sustained, the member in fault 
shall, by such finding, stand suspended from all privileges of 
membership until the matter complained of shall have been 
satisfactorily settled in the judgment of the Board of Directors. 
Should, however, the gravity of the offense be deemed such as 
to merit expulsion, the member in fault may, by a majority of 
two-thirds of the Directors present — ^there being not less than 
six votes in the affirmative — ^be expelled from the Association. 
Any member of the Association suspended under the provisions 
of these rules shall stand suspended until he shall have com- 
plied with and performed such further conditions of reinstate- 
ment, in addition to those herein provided, as the Board of 
Directors may in its judgment see fit to impose. 

Sec. 13. All charges, excepting as to violations under Sec. 
9 of Rule XI, made to the Board of Directors against any 
member of the Association for any default, misconduct or of- 
fense, shall be in writing, and shall state the default, miscon- 
duct or offense charged, and the same shall be signed by one or 
more members of the Association, or by a business firm, one or 
more of whose members shall be members of the Association. 

Sec. 14. No member shall be censured, suspended or ex- 
pelled under this rule without an examination of the charges 
against him by the Board of Directors, nor without having an 
opportunity of being heard in his own defense. No examina- 
tion shall take place until the member accused shall have had 
six days' prior notice of examination served on him, or fifteen 
days' prior notice mailed to him in case he has no place of busi- 
ness or residence in the City of Milwaukee. All such notices 
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must be accompanied by a copy of the charges againet him, in 
writing. Such notice may be served upon the accused person- 
ally by the Secretary, or any assistant, or it may be left at the 
ordinary place of business or residence of the accused; or it may 
be mailed as above, in either of which cases the notice shall be 
considered sufficient, and the examination may proceed, whether 
the accused be present or not. 

Sec. 15. When any member imder sentence of suspension 
for failure to comply promptly with any business contract or 
obligation, or for failure to promptly comply with or fulfill the 
award of any Board of Arbitration, or Board of Appeals, made 
in conformity with the Rules and By-Laws of the Association, 
shall have adjusted and settled all his outstanding obligations 
to members of the Association, he may, upon application, be 
reinstated. Notice of all applications for relief from suspension 
under the provisions of this section shall be posted upon the 
bulletin of the Exchange Room for at least one week prior to 
the hearing of any such application by the Board of Directors. 

Sec. 16. A suspended member may be reinstated by a 
majority vote of a quorum of the Board of Directors, there 
being not less than six votes in favor of such reinstatement; 
and such reinstatement may be made to depend (in case the 
sentence of suspension does not itself prescribe) upon such 
conditions, to be observed and performed by the suspended mem- 
ber, as the Board of Directors by a vote as aforesaid may see 
fit to prescribe. 

Sec. 17. An expelled member of the Association, or a 
member who may have forfeited his membership while under 
suspension, shall not be readmitted except as a new member, 
and upon the unanimous approval of the Committee on Mem- 
bership. 

Sec. 18. In case of the suspension or expulsion of. any Suspension or 
member of the Association by the Board of Directors, the fact me^ml^M^to ' 
of such suspension or expulsion shall be promptly reported to the'^^Associa*^ 
the Association; and also the restoration to the privileges of ~ tion. 
membership of any member readmitted, who had been under 
sentence of suspension. Upon the suspension or expulsion of 
a member, notice thereof shall be communicated to him by the 
Secretary, who shall also enter opposite the name of such mem- 
ber, in a list kept for that purpose, the word "suspended" or 
"expelled," as the case may be.

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Sec. 19. In any investigation or trial before the Board of 
Directors, or before any other duly constituted committee or 
other tribunal of the Association, if any member who shall have 
had notice, from the Secretary, in writing to appear and testify 
in the case, or if any member who shall have been cited by the 
chairman of any duly constituted committee or other tribunal 
of the Association to appear and testify, shall neglect or refuse 
to so appear, or if, testifying, shall refuse to answer any ques- 
tion which may, by a majority vote of the said Board of Direct- 
ors, committee or other tribunal, be declared proper and per- 
tinent to the case in hearing, he shall be subject to suspension 
by the Board of Directors from all privileges of the Associa- 
tion for such period as the said Board may determine; which 
may be done by said Board in case of contempt of a witness 
before said Board of Directors, or on the report, in writing, 
of any such committee or other tribunal, in case the con- 
tempt shall occur before such committee or other tribunal of 
the Association. It is hereby provided that no witness shall 
be compelled to answer any question which shall criminate him- 
self, nor shall any testimony be admitted which, in the opinion 
of the committee or other tribunal, is irrelevant to the case in 
hearing. 

Sec. 20. In case of the absence or disability of the Pres- 
ident and both of the Vice-Presidtents, it shall be the duty of 
the Board of Directors to elect from its number a temporary 
chairman, who, in addition to his duties as chairman of the 
Board of Directors, shall also temporarily perform all other du- 
ties devolving upon the President.

Sec. 21. The Board of Directors shall have power to call 
special meetings of the Association upon such notice and for 
such purpose as it may deem pr(^r. All calls for special 
meetings of the Association shall state the specific object of such 
meetings, and no other business than that for which a special 
meeting had been called, shall be considiered or transacted at 
any such meeting. 

Sec. 22. Special meetings of the Board of Directors may be 
convened by the order of the President, or by written request 
of any five members of the said Board, addressed to the Secre- 
tary. Such meetings may be called by public notice, announced 
on 'Change, or by service of personal or written notice, left at the 
usual place of business of any member of said Board of Directors, 
by the Secretary. No other business than that specified in the 
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notice shall be considered or transacted at such meetings, unless 
by unanimous consent of the Directors present. 

Sec. 23. The Board of Directors may appoint delegates to Appointment 
the National Board of Trade, and representatives to all other 
deliberative gatherings in which the Association may be entitled 
to a voice and desire representation. 

Sec. 24. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors to The Board of 
appoint committees for such service as will, in its opinion, best may employ 
subserve the welfare of the Association. The Board of Di- counsel, 
rectors, and any committees appointed by it, may adopt such 
rules and regulations for their own government (not contrary 
to the Charter or Rules of the Association) as will best pro- 
mote the objects for which they were elected or appointed. The 
Board of Directors may, in its discretion, provide such legal 
aid and advice as it may deem necessary to assist it or any of 
the coDunittees in the discharge of their duties. 

Sec. 25. It shall be the duty of every committee appointed Comnaittee 
by the Association, the President, or Board of Directors, to act, promptly, 
when called upon, within twenty-four hours after notice from 
any member or members having occasion for its services. 

Sec. 26. The Board of Directors is hereby authorized to Freight Bu- 
establish a Freight Bureau and to employ on or before the 16th 
of May, 1899, a competent person, expert in matters of trans- 
portation, whose duty it shall be to secure just and equitable 
rates between the City of Milwaukee and other places and mar- 
kets for the carrying and transportation of freight, and adjust- 
ment of transportation grievances arising out of such business, 
the expenses of such bureau not to exceed two thousand dollars 
per annum. The Board of Directors shall at its last regular 
meeting prior to the annual election of the Chamber of Com- 
merce in each year determine whether to continue or temporarily 
suspend the employment of a freight bureau manager. 

Sec. 27. Any member of the Chamber of Commerce who Bucketahops. 
shall be interested or associated in business with, or who shall 
act as the representative of, or who shall knowingly execute 
any order or orders for the account of or who shall place any Unmefcantile 
order or orders for execution with any organization, firm or 
individual engaged in the business of dealing in differences on 
the fluctuations in the market price of any commodity without 
a bona fide purchase and sale of property with intent for an 
actual delivery, shall be deemed guilty of unmercantile con- 
duct, which renders him unworthy to be a member of the Asso- 
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ciation; and upon complaint to and conviction thereof by the 
Board of Directors, he shall be expelled from membership in 
the Association. 

Sec. 28. There shall be appointed by the President with 
the approval of the Board of Directors, a committee consisting 
Call Board of five members to be known as the Call Committee whose duty 

it shall be, acting under the authority of the Board of Di- 
rectors, to conduct a public Call Board or market for grain, 
seeds and other articles, to be held in the rooms of the Ex- 
change immediately after the close of the regular session on 
each business day, and at such times during the business session 
as the Call Committee may direct. 

Contracts may be made on the call for such grain, seeds 
and other articles, and upon such terms as have been an- 
nounced by the Call Committee. 

Final bids on the call, less regular commission and other 
charges established by the rules for receiving and accounting 
for said articles, may be forwarded to dealers, and there may 
also be forwarded offers for delivery at the point of shipment 
based on such final bids, less the regular commission and other 
charges established by the rules and less the tariff rates of 
freight in effect at the time of such offer, it being the intent 
of this rule to provide for a public competitive market for the 
articles dealt in, and that with the last call all making of 
new prices by members shall cease until the next business day. 

Any transaction by any member of this body made with 
intent to evade the provisions of this rule shall be deemed un- 
commercial conduct, and upon conviction such member shalL be 
subject to fine, suspension or expulsion.

RULE V. 

DUTIES OF SECRETARY AND TREASURER. 

Section 1. The Secretary and Treasurer, under the direc- 
tion of the Board of Directors, shall keep a fair and regular 
journal of the proceedings of the Association. He shall take 
charge of the seal, books, papers and property belonging to the 
Association, except such property as may come under control 
of the Trustees of the Gratuity Fund; shall see that the rooms 
and property of the Association are kept in good order, and 
shall keep his office open during the usual business hours. He 
shall keep a correct account of imports and exports of the city, 
by lake, railroad or otherwise; collect and record all valuable 
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statistical information pertaining to or that may benefit the 
commercial or manufacturing interests of the City of Milwau- 
kee, and post the same on 'Change daily. At the close of each 
year, or as soon thereafter as practicable, it shall be his duty to 
prepare a full report of the trade and commerce of the city for Annual Report, 
the year preceding, with such other information as may be in 
his possession that may be of interest to the members. 

Sec. 2. He shall furnish the chairman of each committee General Duties, 
a copy of the resolutions whereby the committee was appointed, 
and, under the direction of the President, shall give notice 
of meetings, conduct the correspondence of the Association, and 
read such records or papers as the President may direct; shall 
himself, or by substitute, attend meetings of the Board of Ar- 
bitration or Appeals, or other committees, and of the Board 
of Directors, and keep an official record of their proceedings; 
give notice when their services are required, issue the neces- 
sary notices and papers to parties and witnesses, and render 
copies of the verdicts to the parties in all cases tried by said 
boards. He shall collect all moneys due to the Association for 
assessments, fines, fees or otherwise; and shall receive and 
keep a correct account of all moneys belonging to the Associa- 
tion, and shall disburse the same on the order of the Board 
of Directors, countersigned by the President; he shall make a 
quarterly report to the Board of Directors on the second Tues- 
day in July, October, January and April, and a full report to 
the Association at its annual meeting on the second Monday in 
April of each year. He shall perform such other duties as the 
Board of Directors may from time to time direct. 

RULE VI. 

COMMITTEE ON COMMEBCE AND MANUFACTUBES. 

Section 1. There shall be a standing committee, of not to Committee on 
exceed fifteen members, appointed yearly, within twenty days Manufactures, 
after the annual election of officers, by the President, with the 
approval of the Board of Directors, who shall severally hold 
their positions until their successors are appointed and quali- 
fied, to be called the Committee on Commerce and Manufac- 
tures. The President shall also be ex-ofjicio a member of that 
committee in addition to those appointed as above. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Com- Duties, 
merce and Manufactures to collect and report to the Board of 
Directors, or to the Chamber, information upon every specific 
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subject which it or the Board of Directors shall deem of im- 
portance, relating to the modes and means of transportation, 
or to measures for building up and extending the commerce 
and manufactures of the City of Milwaukee, and to recom- 
mend such action from time to time as it shall deem wise in 
relation thereto. Five members of such committee shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

RULE VII. 

BOARDS OF ABBITRATION AND APPEAL. 

Their Duties. SECTION. 1. The duty of tlie Board of Arbitration shall be 

to investigate and decide all disputes and difficulties of a finan- 
cial or commercial character, which may be submitted to it. 
The statements of the principals and witnesses in each case shall 
be made under oath and be recorded.

The Board shall, how- 
ever, before its decision, receive, under oath, such new evi- 
dence as may be offered, and if, in its judgment, evidence is 
produced which will justify a rehearing of the case by the 
Board of Arbitration, it shall remand the case to the said Board 
of Arbitration for a new trial. Any final award or finding of the 
Board of Appeals shall be based on the record of the Board of 
Arbitration, and shall be rendered in the same manner as the 
awards of the Board of Arbitration.

When, from absence or disqualification by reason 
of interest in the subject-matter or otherwise, of regular mem- 
bers, either the Board of Arbitration or Appeals cannot be 
formed, the contending parties shall be allowed to fill vacancies 
with any member or members of the Association willing to 
serve (not being of the other Board) on whom they may agree; 
or if the parties in dispute are unwilling to submit their case

or agreement, he disclosed his principal, he shall not be held 
liable for the breach of the principal but award may be made 
against the principal as hereinafter provided for. Whenever it 
shall appear, either by the answer, or in evidence, in the case of 
a party complained against for the breach of any contract or 
agreement, that, in making such contract or agreement, he acted 
as agent for, and solely in the interest of, and on behalf of other 
party or parties, whether corporation, company, firm or indi- 
vidual, the Secretary shall give notice in writing to the princi- 
pal of the pendency of the proceeding and shall serve, or cause 
to be served on such principal, a copy of the complaint and of 
the answer. The principal shall be at liberty to appear, answer 
and defend in his own behalf. Service of notice, and of copy of 
complaint and answer as aforesaid, may be made either person- 
ally or by mail and such principal shall have ten days, if per- 
sonally served, or fifteen days if service be made by mail, within 
which to appear, make answer and defend. In case of the non- 
appearance of such principal, the complainant may be heard 
with his proofs, and award pronounced thereon in case of an 
award against such principal, he, or the party principal, as well 
as the agent aforesaid, shall have thirty days* notice thereof, 
either personally or by mail, to be given in writing by the Sec- 
retary. After the expiration of said thirty days, notice of the 
award shall be publicly given and posted in the Exchange Room, 
and until the execution or performance of said award, such 
principal shall be prohibited representation on the fioor for any 
business object or purpose whatever and any member who, with, 
knowledge of such award, shall seek to represent or transact 
business on the fioor, or elsewhere in the City of Milwaukee, 
for, or on behalf of the party or persons against whom such 
award may have been made, whilst the award remains unper- 
formed or unexecuted, shall be deemed guilty of a violation of 
the rules, and subject to suspension or expulsion therefor. In 
case the person or party against whom award may be made, as 
hereinbefore in this rule provided for, shall have failed to ap- 
pear and make defense, such person or party may, at any time 
within thirty days from the date of such award, come in by 
petition to the Board of Arbitration and ask to be heard upon 
the merits of the case. If in the judgment of the Board good 
and sufficient cause be shown, a rehearing may be granted and 
additional evidence submitted; and such other or different, or 
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further award may be made in the premises as the justice of 
the case may demaiwi The complainant must have notice of 
the filing or presentation of such petition and opportunity^ to be 
heard thereon. 

Sec. 3. No party or parties, whether corporation, company, 
firm, or individual, who shall be in default, and shall have 
remained so in default for the space of one month, to any mem- 
ber of the Chamber, upon any contract or agreement made with 
such member shall be entitled to representation upon the floor 
of the Chamber for any business object or purpose whatsoever; 
and any member of the Chamber who shall, as agent of any 
party, whether corporaticm, company, firm, or individual, upon 
the floor of the Chamber, or elsewhere in the City of Milwaukee, 
transact or seek to do or transact, for or on behalf of any party, 
corporation, company, flrm, or individual, any business, or enter 
into any contract or agreement, whilst said party, corpora- 
tion, company, firm, or individual shall be and remain in default 
as aforesaid, and with knowledge of such default, shall be 
deemed to have violated this rule, and may therefor be sus- 
pended or expelled. 



RULE IX. 

DEPOSITS FOR SECURING THE FULFILLMENT OF CONTRACTS. 

Deposits of 10 SECTION 1. On any contract of purchase or sale of property 

per cent., as r sr ^ 

security must to be delivered at a future time, the buyer shall have the right 

as required. ^ require as security from the seller a deposit of 10 per cent, 
on the contract price of the property bought, and further security 
from time to time to the extent of any advance in the market 
value above said price for delivery at the time specified in the 
contract. The seller shall have the right to require as security 
from the buyer a deposit of 10 per cent, on the contract price of 
the property sold, and further security from time to time to the 
extent of any decline in the market value below said price for 
delivery at the time specified in the contract, and in addition 
thereto, any difference that may exist or occur between the esti- 
mated legitimate value of the property and the contract price. 
Such deposits shall be made with some bank duly appointed by 
the Board of Directors of the Chamber of Commerce to receive 
them. 

Sec. 2. Any bank, a member of the Milwaukee Clearing 
House Association, may be appointed to receive such deposits, 
upon executing and filing with the Secretary of the Chamber a 
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good and sufficient bond, with sureties approved by the Board 
of Director*, for the proper disposal of such deposits in accord- 
ance with the rules and regulations of the Chamber, and s-hall 
issue certificates in duplicate, not transferable, for such depos- 
its. Each certificate shall state by whom the deposit is made. Deposit Certifl- 
and for whose security it is to be held, as provided by the rules transferable, 
and regulations of the Chamber of Commerce, and that it is 
payable upon return of the certificate or its duplicate duly 
endorsed by the parties to the contract or contracts, or on the 
order of the President of the Chamber of Commerce. Any 
deposit so made shall be held to be security for the faithful ful- 
fillment of any and all existing contracts between the parties 
during the time the deposit shall remain; excepting that when 
a particular contract or contracts are specified in the certificate, 
the deposit shall be applicable only as security therefor. 



Sec. 3. The party called upon to deposit such security 
shall, within one banking hour from the time such security 
shall have been called for, deliver to the party calling for 
the same, or to the Secretary of the Chamber, the duplicate 
certificate of deposit in form as provided in the preceding section.

Sec. 4. Any party to an imfulfilled contract, who shall fail 
to deposit the security within the next banking hour after hav- 
ing been called upon therefor, shall be judged to have defaulted 
on his contract; and in case of such default the party calling 
for such security shall haye the right to buy or sell, as the 
case may be, in open market, the article named in said con- 
tract in the quantity and for the time of delivery specified 
therein; and any difference between the contract price and the 
price at which the property may have been bought or sold, as 
the case may be, in consequence of such default, shall constitute 
the rule and measure of damages against the party in default, 
and shall be at once due and payable. In case the party calling 
for security shall elect not to buy or sell the property as herein- 
before provided, he shall have the right, by giving notice to the 
delinquent, in the manner provided in Section 5 of this Rule, 
to consider the contract closed out at the market price of the 
article named for the time of delivery specified in the contract 
at the time of giving such notice; and any difference between 
the contract price and the market price of the article named in 
the contract for the time of delivery specified therein at the 
time of giving such notice, shall constitute the rule and meas- 
ure of damages against the party in default, and shall be at once 
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due and payable, provided, that nothing herein contained shall 
be construed as authorizing extortionate claims based on values 
manipulated for the purpose of securing such claims. 

Notices. Seo. 5. Notice of call for security, or of the closing out of 

any contract under this rule, may be served on the party in 
person or by leaving a written notice at his place of business, 
or may be served in person upon his authorized representative, 
or upon any clerk representing the party on 'Change; and in 
case the party shall not be known to have a regular place of 
business, a written notice deposited in the ofl&ce of the Secre- 
tary of the Chamber shall be deemed sufficient.

Sec. 6. Upon the fulfillment or settlement of any contract 
upon which a deposit has been made, or upon the closing out 
thereof under the provisions of Section 4 of this Rule, and when 
the full settlement of all differences relating to the game shall 
have been effected, the deposit shall thereupon be payable upon 
the presentation of the certificate or duplicate, bearing the joint 
endorsement of both parties, to the holder thereof. In case of 
a failure between the contracting parties to adjust and settle 
their respective claims upon, the deposit within three business 
days after the maturity of all contracts upon which the deposit 
is applicable, the matter in dispute shall, upon the application 
of either party, be submitted to the Board of Arbitration, which 
shall hear such evidence under oath as may be submitted, touch- 
ing the respective claims to the deposit, and shall decide, and 
report to the President of the Chamber of Commerce in writing, 
in what manner and to whom the deposit shall be paid, either 
wholly or in part; whereupon the President shall indorse on 
either the original or the duplicate certificate an order for the 
payment of such deposit in accordance with the decision of the 
Board of Arbitration, and such order shall be sufficient warrant 
to the party holding the deposit for the payment thereof. In 
case any member should neglect or refuse to indorse a certificate 
of deposit to the party entitled to receive the money thereupon, 
when all contracts upon which the deposit is applicable shall 
have been settled, and all money due thereon shall have been 
paid, he shall be liable to the said party in a penalty of 1 per 
cent, per day on the amount of such certificate for every day 
that such refusal or neglect may be continued; and for refusal 
to promptly pay such penalty the party may upon due complaint 
be suspended from all privileges of the Chamber until the same 
shall have been paid. 
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Sec. 7. In case it should occur by reason of changes in the 
market, or of delivery upon or the settlement of a portion of 
any contract or contracts upon which security has been depos- 
ited, and to which such security is properly applicable under 
this rule, that a larger sum remains on deposit than is contem- 
plated by Section 1 of this Rule, upon the existing unadjusted 
contract or contracts between the parties^ and that either party 
should refuse to release such excess of deposit, the President of 
the Chamber is authorized, upon a representation of the facts, 
and admission of proof that such excess ought to be released, to 
order such release and payment to be made to the party to 
whom it rightfully belongs, by the endorsement of an order to 
that effect on either the original or duplicate certificate issued 
for such deposit: providipd, no surrender of the deposit shall be 
ordered pending any arbitration touching the rights of the par- 
ties under the said contract or contracts, nor in case the party 
refusing to release the excess of deposit shall elect to submit the 
matter to arbitration. 

Sec. 8. In determining the legitimate shipping or intrinsic 
value of property, under this rule, its value for shipment to 
Eaiitem or Southern markets, or for manufacturing, shall alone 
be considered, and in case of a disagreement between the par- 
ties as to such legitimate shipping or intrinsic value, shall be 
determined by reference to the Board of Arbitration; and in 
case either party shall be dissatisfied with the decision of the 
Board of Arbitration, the matter may be carried to the Board of 
Appeals by giving notice immediately upon the rendering of 
the decision of the Board of Arbitration. And it is hereby 
expressly provided that so much of Section 3 of Rule 7 as relates 
to the time allowed in which an appeal may be taken from a 
decision of the Board of Arbitration shall not apply to any appeal 
under the provisions of this rule.

FAILURE TO DELIVER ON CONTRACTS. 



Section 1. In case any property contracted for immediate, in defaulted 



regular or future delivery shall not have been delivered or 
received at the maturity of such contract, the party aggrieved 
shall be entitled to any damages that can be shown to have been 
actually sustained, and shall be entitled to protect his interest 
by purchase or sale of a like quantity of property, in open mar- 
ket, on or before the next regular session of the Chamber. Pro- 
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vided that nothing herein contained shall be construed as au- 
thorizing extortionate claims based on values manipulated for 
the purpose of securing such claims. 
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Sec. 2. In case of any offer to buy or sell grain in open 
market by a member or the representative of a member of the 
Chamber of Commerce, without specifying quantity, it shall be 
the rule that five thousand (5,000) bushels is the amount offered 
to be bought or sold, and in case of refusal or failure to make 
good any such offer that may have been accepted, such refusal 
or failure shall render such member liable to the party ag- 
grieved for any damages that may be incurred on account of 
such refusal or failure. 
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RULE XI. 

BIGHTS OF PARTIES TO CONTRACTS. 

Section 1. All deliveries of grain or flaxseed sold in store, 
whether for immediate or future delivery, shall be made in ware- 
house receipts representing the property in store in warehouses 
approved or declared regular by the Board of Directors, with 
the approval of the Chamber of Commerce, and such ware- 
house receipts shall be subject to the current rate of storage 
at the time of sale, for the first storage term, and be made 
good to run five days from the date of delivery before addi- 
tional storage shall accrue thereon. Deliveries shall be made in 
lots of 1,000 or 5,000 bushels, except on sales of car lots. A varia- 
tion, however, of one per cent, in the quantity of grain or flax 
seed delivered^ or noticed for delivery, and that contracted for, 
shall not vitiate a tender or delivery. All deliveries or purchases 
or sales for immediate or regular delivery must be made be- 
tween the hours of 9:30 o'clock a. m. and 2:30 P. m., ex- 
cepting on Saturday, and on that day between 9:30 o'clock A. M. 
and 11:30 A. M., which shall constitute regular delivery hours. 
Provided, that receipts upon which additional storage will ac- 
crue for delivery, according to the foregoing rule, upon the 
day subsequent to the day of delivery of such receipts, shall be 
delivered at or before 12 o'clock, noon, of the day of delivery. 

Provided, further, that on contracts for the immediate, regu- 
lar or future delivery of wheat, com and oats, warehouse re- 
ceipts of licensed public elevators of Chicago, approved by the 
Board of Directors of the Milwaukee Chamber of Commerce, 
may be delivered in this market in fulfillment of such contracts. 
The proprietors of such licensed public elevators of Chicago who 
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have not already given a bond which in the judgment of the 
Board of Directors of the Milwaukee Chamber of Commerce is 
sufficient security for the public, shall file with the Secretary of 
the Chamber of Commerce a bond with sufficient surety or sureties, 
in such sum and subject to such conditions as may be required 
by the Board of Directors of the Chamber of Commerce for the 
security of the public. No. 1 Northern, No. 2 Red Winter WTieat, 
No. 1 and No. 2 Hard Winter Wheat, No. 2 Corn, No. 2 White 
or No. 2 Yellow Com, and Standard Oats, or No. 3 \Miite Oats 
at a reduction of five cents per bushel from the contract price, 
old or new, or the higher grades of \Mieat, Corn and WTiite Oats, 
shall be the grades deliverable when Chicago warehouse receipts 
are delivered on contracts in this market. Provided, that on and 
after July 1, 1905, No. 3 Corn, No. 3 White Com and No. 3 
Yellow Com shall be deliverable on contracts at a discount of five 
cents per bushel from the contract price when Chicago warehouse 
receipts are delivered on contracts in this market. 

Sec. 2.' In case of the absence of the buyer or his proper Absence of buy-

representative from ' the floor of the Chamber or his accustomed of business. 

place of business when the proper tender of delivery is made, he 
shall be deemed to have defaulted on his contract, and in such 
case a notice of tender shall be left at his place of business, and 
he shall have the privilege of calling at the place of business 
of the seller for the property within one hour thereafter, pro- 
vided it be prior to 3 o'clock p. m. the same day, or if on Satur- 
day, prior to 11:30 A. M. If the buyer have no place of busi- 
ness, notice of readiness to deliver may be left at the office of 
the Secretary of the Chamber of Commerce, and such notice shall 
be deemed a sufficient and proper tender of delivery. 

Sec. 3. On contracts for the purchase or sale of grain or flax ^®^"[*I ?j"^ 
seed in store without specification as to time of delivery, de- 
livery shall be made on the day of the sale or on the next 
business day thereafter. If specified as "spot," delivery shall be 
made on the day of sale. 

Sec. 4. On contracts for the purchase or sale of property Future delivery 
for future delivery made between members of the association 
deliverable at the convenience of the seller during a specified Seller's option, 
period, the property may be delivered on any business day dur- 
ing that period, up to and including the business day pre- 
ceding the last business day of the period, and if not delivered 
before the business day preceding the last business day of the 
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period, it shall be delivered on the business day preceding the 
last business day oi the period. 

Sec. 5. On contracts for the purchase or sale of property 
made between members of the association, deliverable on the de- 
mand of the buyer during a specified period, if the demand be 
made at or before 12 o'clock noon, of any business day during 
that period, excepting Saturday, and at or before 10 A. m. on that 
day, the property shall be delivered before 2:30 p. M. the same 
day, or if on Saturday, before 11:30 A. M.; and if the demand 
be made after 10 A. M. on Saturday and after 12 o'clock on 
other business days, the property shall be delivered before 12 
o'clock the following business day. 

In case of contracts maturing, or in case of property be- 
coming deliverable under any of the foregoing sections of this 
rule, on Saturday, delivery shall be made at or before 11:30

gether with all expenses of carrying the same, to be borne by the 
last previous holder of the notice, and in case of his default, by 
the next previous holder, and so on back until paid. Each sub- 
sequent holder shall, however, be held liable in turn to reim- 
burse the previous holder. Notice of such default shall be given 
in writing by the holder of the property before 3:30 o'clock p. m. 
the same day to the party to whom the delivery notice shall have 
been first given, and on Saturdays before 12:30 o'clock p. M., 
and it shall be delivered to each buyer in turn to the next with- 
out delay in the same order as the original delivery notice. No- 
tice of re-sale shall be given promptly in like manner. 

All differences due from and to each party on property so de- 
livered shall be payable immediately upon the delivery of the 
property. Each party receiving a delivery notice shall be re- 
sponsible to the party from whom he shall have received it and 
to the party to whom he shall have delivered it, and they also 
to him, for any difference between the price actually paid for 
the property on delivery and their respective contract price. 

Sec. 7. All contracts for the purchase and sale of wheat for 
future delivery in this market, unless otherwise specified, and 
except as provided in section one of this rule as to Chicago 
warehouse receipts, shall be understood to be for No. 1 Hard 
Spring Wheat only, to weigh not less than sixty poimds to the 
bushel; and contracts for the purchase and sale of corn for 
future delivery in this market, unless otherwise specified, shall 
be understood to be for No. 1 Yellow Corn only, and these 
grades shall be deliverable and shall be received in fulfillment 
of such contracts. 

All contracts for the purcha£e or sale of oats in this 
market, imless otherwise specified, and except as provided in 
Sec. 1 of this rule as to Chicago warehouse receipts, shall be 
understood to be for No. 1 White Oats, old or new, test weight 
34 pounds, and this grade shall be deliverable and shall be re- 
ceived in fulfillment of such contracts. 

All contracts for the purchase or sale of barley in this mar- 
ket maturing after the 31st day of August in each year, unless 
otherwise stipulated, shall be understood to be for barley of the 
crop last harvested, of the grade known as Standard' Barley 
or the higher grades of barley. 
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All contracts for the purchase or sale of rye in this market, Contractgrades 
unless otherwise specified, shall be understood to be for No. 1 
rye, and this grade shall be delivered and shall be received in 
fulfillment of such contracts.

Sec. 8. All sales of fiax seed, unless otherwise agreed, are 
made on the basis of pure seed that is, seed tendered or deliv- 
ered on contracts may carry impurity or foreign matter, but 
must contain the sale quantity of pure seed, and for such pure 
seed only shall payment be required. 

Sec. 9. Members of the Association are hereby prohibited Irregular trad- 
gathering in any place, public or private, within the Chamber 
of Commerce building, or upon the sidewalks, streets or alleys 
adjacent to said building, and forming a market for the purpose 
of making any trade or contract for the future delivery of grain 
or provisions, before or after the time fixed for such trading 
daily; and any member who shall make any trade or con- 
tract in the manner herein prohibited shall be deemed to have 
violated this rule, and he may therefor be fined in a sum not 
exceeding five dollars for the first offense, and not exceeding 
fifty dollars for each and every subsequent offense, and shall 
stand suspended from all privileges of membership until such 
fine or fines shall have been paid, and until he shall have been 
reinstated upon his application. At the time of imposing such 
fine he shall also be subject to such additional discipline, other 
than by fine, as the Board of Directors may determine to in- 
flict. Provided, however, that a public Call Board in the rooms call Board, 
of the Exchange may be conducted under supervision of a Call 
Committee, during the regular business session and immediately 
after the close of the regular session on each business day. 

Sec. 10. When property is sold "to arrive,*' unless other- Sales to" ar- 

■ rive." 

wise specified, it must be shipped within fifteen days from date 

of sale. Providedi, however, that if the sale be made for 

"prompt shipment" the property must be shipped within ten 

days. 

Sec. 11. In case the weight of any car load of grain or seeds ^g'i^™n'^gofd^n 
which has been sold for delivery on track or at any elevator, mill, car lots, 
malt-house or other designated place of delivery, or for transfer 
or reshipment, is not furnished to the seller and payment made 
therefor within seven days from the date of the ordering of the 
car to the designated place of delivery, the seller shall be entitled 
to collect from the buyer the approximate value of the contents 
of the car, based upon the marked capacity thereof, at the price 
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at which the property was sold; if it can be shown that the buyer 
is resjwnsible for the delay in unloading; and ujwn such payment 
being made the title to the said grain or seeds shall vest in the 
buyer, subject to immediate settlement'of diflference between the 
parties according to actual weights when unloaded. 
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Sec. 12. In the purchase and sale of Mill Feed and feed- 
ing stuffs the terms of sale shall apply only to manufactured 
products and shall not apply to any regularly established grades 
of grain, and shall be understood to mean as follows: 

Immediate shipment shall mean shipment within three (3) 
days from the day directions are furnished seller. 

Quick shipment shall niean shipment within seven (7) days 
from the day directions are furnished seller. 

Prompt shipment shall mean shipment within fourteen (14) 
days from the day directions are furnished seller. 

Where shipment is not specified, prompt shipment is un- 
derstood. 

All time contracts shall expire at midnight of the day of 
maturity of contract; but time until 12 o'clock noon of the next 
business day shall be allowed for the delivery of papers or par- 
ticulars showing completion of contract, and the same must be 
accepted by buyer on contract up to this time. 

In case the seller defaults on a contract, the buyer may de- 
clare the contract cancelled, in which case the seller shall reim- , 
burse the buyer for any proven loss sustained on account of 
failure to deliver within contract time; or. 

The buyer may exact from the seller delivery of all or any 
part of the purchase at the contract price, and, in such case, the 
seller shall also fully reimburse the buyer for any proven loss 
sustained on account of failure to deliver within contract time. 

If the buyer fail to notify the seller of his election of either 
of the foregcing settlements, the contract shall remain in force 
from day to day, and all deliveries made to apply on contract 
before notice of such election shall be given by the buyer shall 
be accepted by the buyer up to noon of the next business day 
after the giving of such notice in accordance with the rule gov- 
erning expiration of contracts. 

The buyer shall have twenty-four hours on domestic sales 
and thirty-six hours on export sales, after expiration of time 
for showing completion of contract, in which. to notify the seller 
which of the above settlements he elects to require; and the 
buyer shall, within the time aforesaid, elect acceptance of one 
of the foregoing settlements, should the seller so demand. 
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The buyer shall furnish the seller shipping directions to 
transportation companies open for business, when demanded 
by the seller, and on his failure to furnish the same within four 
days after demand, the seller shall have the right to deliver to 
any lake and rail dock during season of navigation, or after close 
of navigation, to any across lake dock on f. o. b. sales, or to ship 
by any route to the basing point named in the sale and deliver 
to buyer on "delivered" sales after giving notice of his inten- 
tion so to do to the buyer. 

On sales made for a period of delivery beyond fourteen 
days, where directions are not demanded by the seller, they 
shall be furnished by the buyei without demand, at least 
fourteen (14) days previous to the expiration of the contract; 
and on the buyer's failure so to furnish the same, the seller 
shall have the right to deliver to any lake and rail dock during 
season of navigation, or after close of i^vigation, to any cross 
lake dock on f. o. b. sales, or to ship by any route to the basing 
point named in the sale and deliver to buyer, on "delivered" 
•sales, after giving notice of his intention so to do to the buyer. 

In all "delivered" sales to any of the following trunk line 
terminal points, namely, Boston, New York, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore, the point specified shall be considered as a rate 
basis only and not necessarily final destination of goods, and 
shipment shall be made to any point and via any line open for 
business in the eastern trunk line territory designated by the 
buyer, which is reached by lake and rail lines during the season 
of navigation, or by all rail trunk lines at other times, at the 
differential in effect at the time of shipment, as shown by pub- 
lished tariff rates, provided shipment is made within contract 
time. 

Nothing in the foregoing rules shall interfere with specific 
or special contract which buyers and sellers may agree to at 
time of purchase. 

Sec. 13. In the purchase and sale of grain for shipment the 
following specifications shall govern: 

The term "immediate shipment" shall mean that shipment 
shall be made within three business days after date billing instruc- 
tions are received by the seller. Buyer must furnish billing instruc- 
tions personally or by wire on demand made by seller. 

The term "quick shipment" shall mean that shipment shall be 
made within five business days after date bilh'ng instructions are 
received by the seller. Buyer must furnish billing instructions per- 
sonally or by wire on demand made by seller. 

The term "prompt shipment" shall mean that shipment shall 
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be made within ten business days after date billing instructions are 
received by the seller. Buyer must furnish billing instructions per_ 
sonally or by wire on demand made by seller. 

On all contracts where the number of days is specified it shall 
mean that shipment shall be made within the stated number of 
business days after biUing instructions are* received by the seller. 
Buyer must furnish billing instructions personally or by wire on 
demand made by seller. 

It shall be understood where no specification of time is named 
in the contract, "prompt shipment" shall apply and shall be so con- 
sidered and have the same force as though it were actually specified 
in the contract. 

The buyer shall, unless otherwise specified at time of sale, fur- 
nish billing instructions on demand. 

In all cases not otherwise stipulated on contracts dealing with 
*'first half*' and "second half" of a given month's shipment, it shall 
be understood that in the thirty-day months up to midnight of the 
fifteenth shall be considered as the "first half" of a said month's 
shipment, and that in thirty-one day months up to midnight of the 
sixteenth shall be considered as "first half" of the said month's ship- 
ment; the remainder of the month to be considered as "second half ." 

On contracts relating to shipment during the month of Febru- 
ary, when the said month contains but twenty-eight days, up to 
midnight of the fourteenth shall be considered as "first half" of the 
said month's shipment, and when this month contains twenty-nine 
days, up to midnight of the fifteenth shall be considered as "first 
half" of said month's shipment, the remainder of the month to be 
considered as "second half." 

In all shipments of grain the date of issue of bill of lading signed 
by agent of the railroad issuing same shall be conclusive evidence 
of date of shipment, unless absolute evidence to the contrary shall 
be furnished. 

On the failure of the buyer to furnish billing instructions on de- 
mand, on any contract, the seller shall have the right to. ship the 
goods to the post-office address of the buyer or to cancel the con- 
tract, as the seller may elect, twenty-four hours notice having been 
given by the seller of his intention and election. 

"Receipt of billing instructions by seller" shall mean receipt of 
same at seller's main office or by his duly authorized representative. 

In case of failure on part of the seller to ship the grain within 
contract time, it shall be understood that the contract stands from 
day to day, unless the buyer gives the seller twenty-four hours 
notice of his intention to either cancel or to buy in for the account of 
the seller. If upon receipt of such notice by the seller he ships all 
or part of contract within twenty-four hours and wires buyer of his 
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action, such shipment must be accepted on contract by the buyer. 
If seller fails to make shipment within twenty-four hours after re- 
ceipt of such notice, the buyer shall immediately take such action 
on the part of the contract still unfilled as elected in his original 
notice to seller. 

A canal boat-load of grain shall consist of, wheat,' 8,000 bush- 
els; of corn and rye, 8,500 bushels; of oats, 13,000 bushels; of 
barley, 10,000 bushels.

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RULE XII. 



MEMBERSHIP. 

Section 1. The President of the Chamber of Commerce 
shall, at the first meeting of the Board of Directors after the 
annual election in each year, or as soon thereafter as practicable, 
appoint a committee of five to serve for one year, or until their 
successors shall have been appointed and qualified, to be known 
as the Committee on Membership, whose duty it shall be to ex- 
amine all applications for membership; and any male person of 
legal age wishing to become a member of this Association, shall 
present an application in writing, signed by a member, either 
through the Secretary or the Chairman of the Committee on 
Membership, and a majority of said committee being satisfied 
that said applicant should be admitted as a member, the name 
of said applicant shall be placed on the Bulletin Board of the 
Exchange Room, at least ten days prior to any meeting of 
the Board of Directors. During the time that the name of 
such applicant is thus posted, any member in good standing 
may file with the Secretary in writing, signed by such mem- 
ber, objection to the admission of such applicant as a mem- 
ber, and if seven or more members object to the election of 
such applicant, he shall be ineligible for election; but if "no 
member, or less than seven members object to his election, 
the Secretary shall report the name of such applicant to the 
Board of Directors. The Board of Directors shall vote by 
ballot upon the election of every applicant thus proposed for 
membership, and if there be seven ballots in his favor and 
not more than two ballots appear against him, he shall be 
declared elected and upon signing an agreement to be gov- 
erned by the Charter, Rules, and' By-Laws of the Chamber 
of Commerce, and paying an initiation fee of Five Thousand 
Dollars, together with the annual or other assessment then 
due, or on presentation of a certificate of imimpaired or un- 
forfeited membership duly transferred and paying the trans- 
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fer fee of ten dollars, he shall become a member of the Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Members hereafter (after May 4, 1889) admitted will not 
be entitled to participate in the Gratuity Fund unless quali- 
fied under the requirements prescribed in the rules relating 
thereto. 



Transfers of 
Memberships 



Sec. 2. Before any membership can be transferred under 
the provisions of this rule, notice of, or application for, such 
transfer shall have been posted upon the bulletin of the 
Exchange Room for at least ten days; when, if no objection 
shall have been made on account of any unsettled contracts, 
claims, demands, or complaints against the holder of such 
membership, it shall thereupon be assumed that the member- 
ship is unimpaired; and after transfer of a membership no sub- 
sequent complaint, claim or demand against the former holder 
shall impair such membership so transferred and in the hands 
of an innocent party. But such transfer of membership shall 
not entitle the member to whom the same shall be transferred 
to participate in the Gratuity Fund, unless qualified under the 
requirements of the rules relating to said fund. The notice or 
application for transfer shall state the name of the person to 
whom it is proposed to be made. Objections to the transfer 
Me"mberships must be in writing, signed by the party objecting, and filed 
with the Secretary, and the party objecting shall also, on the 
day of filing the same, serve a copy of his objections upon the 
applicant for transfer. The Board of Directors shall, upon 
hearing the parties, determine the sufficiency of such objec- 
tions. In case any membership shall be transferred in violation 
of any of the foregoing provisions, such transfer shall be null 
and void. 



Objections to 
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Sec. 3. When the annual assessment shall have been made, 
it shall be considered due, and any member refusing or neglect- 
ing to pay the same within ten days after the first Monday 
in April in each year, shall not be entitled to admission to the 
Exchange Room until such assessment shall have been paid; 
and any member who shall have failed to pay assessments be- 
fore the end of any fiscal year of the Association in which such 
assessments are payable, shall be deemed to have relinquished 
and forfeited his membership, and shall be readmitted only as 
a new member. 

Any membership forfeited on account of failure to pay the 
annual assessment or assessments shall be sold by the Associa- 
tion, and after payment of all dues to the Association the pro- 
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ceeds shall be divided pro rata among the members of the Associa- 
tion who may hold unsatisfied awards of the Board of Arbitra- 
tion or Board of Appeals, or claims proven before the Board of 
Arbitration against the member whose membership is thus for- 
feited. Notice of the disposal of forfeited memberships shall 
be given in the manner provided by rule for giving notice of 
the transfer of memberships, and in case, after giving such 
notice, no claims shall have been filed against said membership, 
the proceeds thereof, or any surplus that may remain after pay- 
ment of awards or claims as herein provided, shall be turned 
over to the Gratuity Fund, and thereafter shall not be subject 
to any claims or demands whatsoever. 

Sec. 4. No resignation of ' membership shall take %ffect Resignations, 
while charges against the member desirous of resigning shall be 
pending before the Board of Directors, or the Association, or 
while he may be a party to any unsettled suit before the Board 
of Arbitration or Appeals. 
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Sec. 6. No person under sentence of suspension or expul- 
sion by any other similar commercial body, shall be eligible to 
membership in this Chamber of Commerce, and if any person 
be balloted for and declared elected, under such circumstances, 
such election shall be void. 

Sec. 6. Members may be required to show their admission 
tickets on entering the Exchange Room during the meetings of 
the Chamber. 

Sec. 7. Every member shall be entitled to receive a Certi- Certificates of 
ficate of Membership, bearing the signatures of the President membership. 
and Secretary, and the seal of the Corporation, which certificate, 
if the membership it represents be not impaired or forfeited 
under the Rules and By-Laws of the Association, and if the 
member holding it have no unadjusted or unsettled claims or 
contracts outstanding against him, held by members of the 
Chamber of Commerce, shall be transferable upon the books of Transfer fee. 
the Association to any person duly elected a member, upon the 
payment of ten dollars, and any unpaid assessment due 
thereon. The Certificate of Membership of a deceased mem- 
ber shall be transferable in like manner by his legal represent- 
ative. 

Sec. 8. Any member or firm or corporation, represented 
by one or more memberships in the Chamber of Commerce, 
shall be entitled to as many clerk^s tickets of admission to Clerk's Tickets 
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the daily exchange meetings of the Chamber of Commerce, 
as such member or firm or corporation may require, upon the 
payment of such admission fee or fees, as the Board of Direc- 
tors may by resolution established for such clerks, or half such 
admission fee or fees, if applied for during the last six months 
of the fiscal year and on approval of the person for whom 
the application may be made by a majority of the Committee 
on Membership, provided that no such clerk's ticket may be 
issued to any person under expulsion or suspension from this 
Chamber of Commerce. Any person holding a clerk's ticket, 
shall have the right of entrance to the exchange rooms, but 
shall not have the right to transact any business for his em- 
ployer, himeelf w any other person, firm or corporation. Any 
clerk's ticket and the payment for the same may be declared 
forfeited by the Board of Directors upon satisfactory evidence 
that the holder of the same has violated any of the privileges 
granted by it or that he is not a bona fide employe of the 
member, firm or corporation upon whose application the 
ticket was issued. 

Sec. 9. In the absence of any member of the Chamber of 
Commerce in the military or naval service of the United States, 
in time of war, he may be represented on the floor of the Cham- 
ber by such representative as he may designate without paying 
for a clerk's ticket, and such representative shall be admitted 
under the same rules and conditions that apply to holders of 
clerk's tickets. 

RULE XIII. 

VISITORS. 

Section 1. Visitors may be introduced to the Exchange 
Rooms upon such terms and under such regulations as the 
Board of Directors may from time to time establish. No per- 
son holding a visitor's ticket shall be permitted to negotiate or 
transact any business in the Exchange Room; and for any vio- 
lation of this rule the privilege of visiting the room shall, by 
the President, be declared forfeited, subject to future modifica- 
tion by the Board of Directors, upon the representation to said 
Board of such facts as may be deemed proper to warrant a 
modification of the same. 

Members of the Chamber of Commerce are hereby prohib- 
ited from buying any property of, or selling any property to, 
any visitor in the Exchange Room, and in case of the violation 
of this rule by a member, he shall be subject to the penalties 
prescribed in Section 10 of Rule IV. 
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Sec. 2. Any person in default, on account of any business Persons in de. 

/ , - , ^ 'ault to mem- 
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ber of Commerce, shall not be entitled to admission to the 

Exchange Rooms as a visitor, while such default remains 

unsettled, and the President is hereby empowered to enforce 

this rule, upon the complaint, in writing, of any member of the 

Association. 
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Sec. 3. Complimentary tickets of admission to the Exchange Compilmen- 
Room may be issued to any such persons as the Board of 
Directors may designate, but the holders of such tickets shall 
have no right to vote, or to transact any business, or enter into 
any negotiation except such as may pertain to the business on 
account of which such tickets shall have been issued.

Section 1. Smoking in the Exchange Room shall be deemed No smoking 
discourteous and offensive conduct, and the same is hereby pro- 
hibited. 

RULE XV.

Section 1. In case of the death, resignation, or removal To fill vacan- 
of the President, a Vice-President, the Secretary and Treas- 
urer, a Director, or a member of the Board of Arbitration or 
Appeals, it shall be in the power of the Association to fill such va- 
cancies for the remainder of the official term, at any regular or 
called meeting thereafter. Provided ^ notice of said meeting and 
election shall have been announced on 'Change, and published in 
one or more of the daily newspapers of the city for at least three 
days immediately preceding such election. 

RULE XVI. 
removal from office. 

Section 1. Any officer of the Association who receives 
a salary or fees as a compensation for services, may be 
removed from office for any cause dieemed sufficient, under the 
same rules provided for the Euspension or expulsion of mem- 
bers who may be found guilty of a breach of the rules or mis- 
conduct in business affairs; and in case of the removal from 
office of any such officer, his salary or fees shall cease from the date 
of such removal.

Provided, however, that as to sales of car-loads already ar- 
rived at Milwaukee the actual quantity contained in such car- loads 
shall be delivered by the seller and accepted . by the buyer if the 
car numbers be stated during the session when the sale is made; 
but in case such car-loads are bought for shipment and contain 
less than the minimmn quantity required by the carrier in order 
to obtain car-load rates of freight, then the seller shall be required 
either to make up the difference in quantity or to pay the difference 
in freight to point^of destination, and Provided Further that on 
all sales of grain to arrive the market value on the day of unloading 
shall be the basis^of settlement for any excess or deficiency over or 
under the quantity sold, and that when the quantity delivered 
varies not more than 100 bushels from the quantity sold, the sale 
shall be considered completed and the overrun or deficiency must 
be settled as provided above. 
Samples. Sec. 2. All samples of grain presented on 'Change for sale 

shall be in bags or boxes, and all samples of flour shall be in 
boxes, and placed on tables designated for that purpose. At the 
close of business each day all samples must be placed in draw- 
ers or removed from the Exchange Room.

An Inspector SECTION 1. No Inspector or Assistant Inspector ap- 

iSThJ'arS pointed under the rules of the Chamber of Commerce shall 

he inspects, buy or sell, either for present or future delivery, in this or any 

other market for purposes of trade, the article he shall have 

been appointed to inspect. 
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Sec. 2. The Inspectors appointed under these rules Bonds of In- 

. . . spectors. 

shall, before entering upon the duties of their respective 

offices, give bonds to the following amounts: The Grain 
Inspector in the penalty of five thousand dollars; the Flour 
Inspector in the penalty of two thousand dollars, and the Pro- 
vision Inspector in the penalty of five thousand dollars; each 
with two good and sufficient sureties, to be approved by the 
Board of Directors. Said bonds shall be executed to the Presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce, and shall be conditioned 
that the said Inspectors shall faithfully discharge the duties and 
trusts of their respective offices; and that they will pay, or cause 
to be paid, to the party injured, all damages which may be sus- 
tained by reason of neglect or improper performance of duty, 
either on the part of the said Inspectors, or any assistants by 
them appointed; such damages to be ascertained in the manner 
pointed out in the Inspection Rules of this Association. Said 
bonds shall remain in the custody of the Board of Directors, 
and be held to the use of parties having a right to resort thereto 
for indemnity. 

RULE XIX. 

Section 1. The Inspector of Grain shall be governed by the 
following rules; 

SPRING WHEAT. 

No. 1 Hard Spring Wheat — ^Must be sound, bright and well 
cleaned, and must be composed mostly of Hard Scotch Fife 
Wheat. 

No. 1 Northern Spring Wheat — ^Must be sound and well 
cleaned, and must contain not less than about fifty per cent, of 
the hard varieties of Spring Wheat. 

No. 2 Northern Spring Wheat — ^Must be good sound mill- 
ing wheat, reasonably clean and of the varieties composing No. I 
Northern Spring Wheat, but not meeting the requirements of 
the higher grade. 

Wastage in Cleaning. — In inspecting wheat that meets the 
requirements^of^No. 1 Hard,^No. 1 Northern or No. 2 Northern 
grade, No.^Fll Durum"* and No. 2 Durum, No. 1 and No. 
2 Velvet ! Chaff "TWheat, except in respect to cleanness, 
the Inspector shall ascertain the number of pounds per bushel of 
waste to"which it would be subjected in cleaning to meet the require- 
ments of the grade by taking an equal quantity from not less than 
seven different places in the car, evenly distributed, by passing a 
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geared trier down through the wheat and drawing up samples from 
the entire depth of the mass and mixing the whole thoroughly 
together, from which sixty ounces shall be taken and the seeds and 
other waste matter separated from the wheat by the use of a suitable 
apparatus for the purpose, and the quantity found to be wasted 
per bushel shall be noted by the Inspector, together with the 
grade the wheat would be entitled to inspect after being cleaned, 
upon his inspection ticket and book, opposite the number desig- 
nating the car inspected. The wastage so determined and noted 
shall be^deemed and taken by all parties concerned as the true 
shrinkage of the wheat contained in the car; subject, however, 
to appeal to the Supervisors of Grain Inspection in the same 
manner as provided in case of appeal for alleged error in grade. 

In inspecting Spring Wheat of other grades the Inspector 
shall, when requested by the consignee, designate the grade to 
which the wheat would belong, according to the requirements 
of the rules, except in respect to cleanness, and shall, when so 
requested, ascertain and record the wastage in cleaning the same 
in the manner hereinbefore provided. 

No. 1 Spring Wheat — Must be sound, well cleaned, Spring 
Wheat. 

No. 2 Spring Wheat — Must be good, sound milling wheat, 
and reasonably clean, but not meeting the requirements of the 
higher grades nor being required to have any mixture of the 
hard varieties. 

No. 3 Spring Wheat — Shall comprise Spring Wheat too 
much shrunken, or otherwise unfit for the higher grades but 
not badly damaged from any cause. 

No. 4 Spring Wheat — Shall include Spring Wheat that is 
musty, grown, badly bleached, or by any cause rendtered unfit 
for No. 3 but fit for warehousing. 

DURUM WHEAT. 

No, 1 Durum — Shall be bright, dry, sound and well 
cleaned. 

No. 2 Durum — Shall be sound, dry, reasonably clean, and 
may be slightly bleached or shrunken. 

No. 3 Durum — Shall include all wheat that is bleached, 
shrunken or smutty, or for any cause unfit for No. 2. 

No. 4 Durum — Shall include all wheat that is badly 
bleached and grown, very smutty, or for any cause unfit for 
No. 3. 
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VELVET CHAFF WHEAT. 

No. 1 Velvet Chaff Wheat — Shall be bright, -sound and well 
cleaned, and be composed of Velvet Chaff Wheat. 

No. 2 Velvet Chaff Wheat — Shall be sound, dry, reasonably 
clean, may be slightly bleached or shrunken, but not good enough 
for No. 1. * 

No. 3 Velvet Chaff Wheat — Shall include all wheat of that 
variety that is bleached, smutty or for any other cause unfit for 
No. 2. 

No. 4 Velvet Chaff Wheat — Shall include all wheat of that 
variety that is very smutty, badly bleached, badly grown, or for 
any other cause unfit for No. 3. llj 

WINTER WHEAT. 

No. 1 White Winter — To be sound, well cleaned, reasonably 
plump, and composed of the white varieties. 

No. 2 White Winter — ^To be sound, reasonably clean, and 
composed of the white varieties. 

No. 1 Red Winter — To be sound, well cleaned, reasonably 
plump, and composed of the red varieties. 

No. 2 Red Winter — To be sound, reasonably clean, and 
composed of the red varieties. 

No. 2 Hard Winter Wheat — Shall be hard winter wheat 
of 'both light and dark colors; sound and reasonably clean, and 
of the varieties known as hard winter wheat. 

No. 3 HAifo Winter Wheat — Shall include hard winter 
wheat of both light and dark colors not clean and plump enough 
for No. 2, but weighing not less than fifty-four pounds to the 
measured bushel, and to be of the varieties known as hard 
winter wheat. 

No. 4 Hard Winter Wheat — Shall include hard winter 
wheat of both light and dark colors, damp, musty, or from 
any other cause so badly damaged as to render it unfit for No. 
3, and shall be of the varieties known as hard winter wheat. 

No. 1 Winter — To be sound, well cleaned, reasonably plump, 
and composed of mixed white and red winter. 

No. 2 Winter — To be sound, reasonably clean, and composed 
of mixed white and red winter. 

No. 3 Winter — Shall comprise all winter wheat fit for ware- 
housing, weighing not less than fifty-four pounds to the meas- 
ured bushel, not sound enough or otherwise unfit for No. 2 of 
the other grades. 

No. 4 Winter — Fit for warehousing, but otherwise unfit for 
No. 3. 
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Mixed Winter and Spring Wheat — In case of a mixture of 
any considerable or material quantity of Winter Wheat with 
Spring Wheat, it shall be called Mixed Wheat, and graded 
according to quality thereof, as provided for in the rule govern- 
ing the inspection of Spring Wheat with reference to weight and 
condition.

No. 1 Yellow Corn — Shall be yellow, sound, dry, plump, 
and well cleaned. 

No. 2 Yellow Corn — Shall be three-fourths yellow, dry, 
reasonably clean, but not plump enough for No. 1. 

No. 3 Yellow Corn — Shall be three-fourths yellow, reason- 
ably dry and reasonably clean, but not sufficiently sound for 
No. 2. 

No. 4 Yellow Corn — Shall be three-fourths yellow and in- 
clude all corn not wet or in heating condition that is unfit to 
grade No. 3 yellow. 

No. 1 White Corn — Shall be sound, dry, plump and well 
cleaned.

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Standard Oats — Shall comprise oats not less than J white, 
but not sufficiently sound and clean for No. 2 White oats, and 
shall weigh not less than 28 pounds to the nveasured bushel. 

No. 3 White Oats — Shall comprise oats not lees than J white, 
but too light in test for standard oats. 

No. 4 White Oats — Shall be seven-eighths white variety, 
and include oats that are damp, unsound, dirty or from any 
other cause unfit for the higher grade, but fit for warehousing. 

No. 1 White Clipped Oats — Shall be white, sound, clean, 
reasonably free from other grain, and shall weigh not less than 
thirty-six pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 2 White Clipped Oats — Shall be seven-eighths white, 
sweet, reasonably clean, reasonably free from other grain, and 
shall weigh not less than thirty-four pounds to the measured 
bushel. 

No. 3 White Clipped Oats — Shall be seven-eighths white, 
not sufficiently sound or clean for No. 2, and shall weigh not 
less than twenty-eight pounds to the meajsured bushel. 

No. 1 Oats — Shall be mixed oats, soimd, clean, and reason- 
ably free from other grain. 

No. 2 Oats — Shall be sweet, reaaonably clean, and reason- 
ably free from other grain. 

No. 3 Oats — Shall comprise oats less than seven-eighths 
white, slightly unsound, too light in weight or not sufficiently 
clean for No. 2. 

No. 4 Oats — Shall include all oats that are damp, unsound, 
dirty or from any other cause unfit for the higher grade, but 
fit for warehousing.

No. 1 Rye — To be sound and well cleaned. 
No. 2 Ryej— To be sound and reasonably clean. 
No. 3 Rye — ^All rye damp, musty, dirty, or from any cause 
unfit for No. 2. 

barley. 
No. 1 Barley — Shall be of a bright, natural color, plump, 
sound, well-cleaned, and free from other grain. 

No. 2 Barley — Shall be sound and reasonably plump, rea- 
sonably clean and free from other grain — good malting barley 
but may be slightly stained. 
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Standard Barley — Shall be good malting barley, testing not 
less than 46% pounds to the measured bushel, reasonably clean, 
plump and sound, but not light enough in color for No. 2. 

Extra No. 3 Barley — Shall comprise barley that is slightly 
unsound, or too much stained or shrunken for Standard Barley. 

No. 3 Barley — Shall include shrunken, discolored, but 
reasonably sound barley, and fit for malting purposes. 

No. 4 Barley — Shall include all barley for any cause unfit 
for No. 3, but fit for warehousing. 

Feed Barley — ^Must test riot less than forty (40) pounds to 
the measured bushel, must be cool, reasonably sweet and rea- 
sonably free from other grain and seeds. 

Barley of the varieties known as "Chevalier," and "Bay 
Brewing," shall be so designated when inspected of the several 
grades above and including No. 3, and shall conform in all 
respects to the foregoing requirements for the various grades. 
This shall be considered as establishing separate grades for the 
varieties designated. 

NEW GRAIN. 

All grain of a newly harvested crop, except com, shall be 
designated as "new" when inspected prior to September 1st 
and after that date shall be considered new imless otherwise 
specified. 

DUTIES OF GRAIN INSPECTOR. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Inspector, when called 
upon to do so, to cause each and every car-load or cargo of 
grain received at or shipped from the City of Milwaukee, to be 
inspected, and he shall give a certificate as to the quality of 
grain so inspected under the corporate seal of the Chamber of 
Commerce. The cost of inspecting grain out of store shall be 
paid by the purchaser of said grain. No certificate of inspec- 
tion of grain on board of any vessel shall be issued under the 
seal of the Chamber of Commerce, unless such certificate cover 
the entire cargo. In case there be different lots of grain in any 
vessel divided by bulkheads, or partitions, the certificate shall 
state the location in such vessel and grade of each lot. 



SCREENINGS. 

Screenings. The Grain Inspector shall also inspect by sample, or take 

samples of barley or wheat screenings, in quantities of not 
less than a car-load, if called upon to do so by a member of 
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the Chamber of Commerce, and, if requested, shall furnish 
certificates of such inspection or sampling, stating conditions 
under which such service may have been performed. 



SAMPLE INSPECTION. 

Upon application the Grain Inspector shall inspect grain by 
sample, in quantities of not less than a car-load, and, if called 
upon to do so, shall furnish certificates of such inspection. The Grain 
Inspector shall also inspect grain in wagons, when oflfered for 
delivery at any of the regular grain elevators of the city. Pro- 
vided, that the grain so offered in wagons shall, in the judgment 
of the Inspector, be equal to the average quality of like grain 
received by railroad. 

The Grain Inspector shall not issue a certificate of inspection 
by type sample the designation of which conflicts with the'regularly 
established grades of the Chamber of Commerce. 

The Grain Inspector shall not inspect grain while stored in 
any elevator or warehouse recognized as "regular"' by the 
Chamber of Commerce.

Sec. 3. The Supervisors of Grain Inspection and Weighing AssistantGrain 



shall appoint assistant inspectors, "subject to the 'appro valof the 
Board of Directors, at such salaries and compensation as shall be 
fixed by said Board, who shall, under the supervision of the Chief 
Inspector of the Chamber of Commerce perform such 'duties as such 
Inspector shall prescribe. It shall be the duty of 'the Chief In- 
spector to review the inspection of any of his assistants when called 
upon to do so. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Supervisors of Grain 
Inspection and Weighing to examine into any complaint made 
by a member of the Chamber of Commerce against the Grain 
Inspector, or Weigher, or any of their assistants, for neglect of 
or improper performance of any of their respective duties; and 
if they decide such complaint to be well founded, they shall 
award such damages against the Inspector or Weigher, for the 
benefit of the injured party, as may to them seem just; which 
award of damages shall be collected from the Grain Inspector, 
or Weigher, or his sureties. 

It shall require a majority of the Supervisors of Grain 
Inspection and Weighing to make any award as hereinbefore 
provided for, right of reference to the Boards of Arbitration 
and Appeals being reserved to any party that may be aggrieved 
by such decision.

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In case complaint be made to the Supervisors of Grain 
Inspection and Weighing that the Grain Inspector, or any of 
his assistants, shall have improperly graded any lot of grain, a 
majority of said Supervisors shall have power to change the 
grade of such lot of grain, s\ 1 its decision shall be final. 

The Secretary shall promptly notify the several Supervisors 
of Grain Inspection and Weighing that their services are 
required, when requested so to do by any member of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and any Supervisor who shall neglect or refuse 
to attend promptly to the duty required of him shall be fined 
five (5) dollars for the first offense and ten (10) dollars for each 
offense thereafter; and in case of non-payment of such fine or 
fines, or of frequent neglect of duty, it shall be the duty of the 
Board of Directors to revoke the appointment of such offending 
Supervisor; provided, that the Board of Directors may, for good 
and sufficient cause shown remit such penalty against any 
Supervisor. 

The Supervisors who may act upon any complaint made 
under this rule shall be entitled to the sum of five (5) dollars 
(to be divided equally among such Supervisors) ; said sum to be 
deposited with the Secretary and Treasurer by the party or par- 
ties requiring their services. In case the decision be in favor 
of the party making complaint, said sum shall be refunded to 
said party or parties complaining, and the fee in such case shall 
be paid by the Secretary and Treasurer out of the funds of the 
A^ssociation. 

It shall also be the duty of the Supervisors of Grain Inspec- 
tion and Weighing to examine and personally look into, at least 
once a month, the actual working of the inspection of grain in 
this city, and to ascertain if the different grades of inspection be 
fully kept up to the letter and spirit of the Rules. And if said 
Supervisors shall find any laxity in practice, or incorrect 
inspection of grain, it shall be their duty to notify the Inspector 
at once, and he shall modify his work of inspection to accord 
with the rules and requirements of the Supervisors.

Sec. 5. Before entering upon the discharge of their duties 
the Grain Inspector and Weigher, and their assistants, shall 
take and subscribe to the following oath, which oath shall be 
retained in the custody of the Secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce, as follows: 

"I, A. B., do swear that I will faithfully, truly, and impar- 
tially, to the best of my judgment and understanding, execute 
and perform the duties of Inspector (or of Weigher or Assistant 
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Inspector or Assistant Weigher) of Grain for the Chamber of 
Commerce, and in all respects conform to the rules provided 
for the control of said office, and that I will not, directly or 
indirectly, trade, or deal, or act as broker in grain during my 
continuance in said office. So help me GtOD." 

Sec. 6. The Grain Inspector shall keep an office in the Grainlnspector 
vicinity of the Chamber of Commerce, which shall be kept open office. ^ 
during business hours, and he shall keep a full record, giving 
the number of each car of grain inspected into or out of store, 
and the grade thereof, the number of wagon loads of grain 
inspected into or out of store, and the grades thereof; and also 
the names of vessels and amount of cargoes of grain inspected 
into or out of store and the grades thereof, which records shall 
be open to the inspection of members of the Association. He Daily Report, 
shall make a daily report to the Association of the amoimt and 
quality of all grain inspected during the preceding twenty-four 
hours; and the Secretary shall keep a registry of such reports 
for the use of the Association. 

Sec. 7. The Grain Inspector shall make an annual report to Yearly Report, 
the Association as soon as practicable after the close of each 
crop year, ending August 15th, of the amount, kind and grades 
of all grain inspected during said crop year into or out of store 
or otherwise. The Association shall furnish such blanks and 
books as the Inspector may require for the purposes contem- 
plated by this Rule, and such books shall be the property of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Sec. 8. The Board ofj Directors shall fix such fees for thejin- Inspection fees

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Weigher, when Duties of Cham- 
requested so to do by the owner or consignee of any property meroeWeigh- 
at any nf the railroad depots in this city, or at any private ele- ®'' 
vator, warehouse, mill, brewery or malt-house, to which any 
railroad tracks or water communication may extend, to super- 
vise the weighing of the same and to keep a correct record of 
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the property weighed under his supervision, in a book or books 
kept for that purpose, which book or books shall be open at all 
times for the inspection of any member of the Chamber of 
Commerce requesting to examine the same. Such record must 
show the amount and kind of property weighed, the date upon 
which it was weighed, the number or numbers of the car or 
cars from which it was weighed, and if it be grain, the elevator 
to which it was consigned, or the elevator from which it was 
weighed, and the name of the vessel to which it was consigned, 
as the case may be; or state such other disposition as shall have 
been made of the property at the time, according to the facts in 
the case. If the Weigher be called upon to do so, he shall fur- 
nish to the owner or consignee of any property weighed, a cer- 
tificate over his official signature, setting forth the facts in rela- 
tion to the weighing in accordance with the record kept by him.

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Supervisors of Grain 
Inspection and weighing to provide and maintain scales for the 
weighing of grain and other commodities in wagon loads when 
delivered from cars on track, which shall be termed Chamber 
of Commerce Scales, and shall be located as near as practicable 
to the scales used by the several railroad companies for the 
same purpose at their respective stations in this city. Said 
supervisors shall appoint assistant weighers, subject to the 
approval of the Board of Directors, at such salaries or compen- 
sation as shall be fixed by said Board, who shall, under the 
supervision of the Weigher of the Chamber of Commerce, operate 
said scales, and when required shall furnish a certificate or 
ticket showing the weight of any property weighed thereon, which 
shall be binding in settlement between buyer and seller, members 
of the Chamber of Commerce. 



Precautions 
Against Er- 
rors. 



Sec. 3. The Chamber of Commerce weights shall not be 
put on the same ticket with the railroad weights, and in no 
case shall the weigher at the Chamber of Commerce scales be 
allowed to see the ticket of the railroad scales until after he has 
handed his ticket to the teamster. If, upon comparison, the 
teamster finds there is a variation of twenty pounds or upwards, 
the Chamber of Commerce Weigher shall re-weigh the load, 
and if he finds his first weight incorrect he shall make the nec- 
essary alteration in his book by striking a line through the orig- 
inal weight and inserting the corrected weight over it. He 
shall not in any case make an erasure, and no alteration shall 
be made without having actually re-weighed the load. 
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The Chamber of Commerce Weigher shall not permit the 
Railroad Weigher to have access to his scales while engaged in 
weighing, nor shall he permit the Railroad Weigher to re-weigh 
any load on the Chamber of Commerce scales. 

It shall be the duty of the Chamber of Commerce Weigher 
to examine carefully each wagon containing grain in bulk when 
weighed, and see that there is no liability to leakage or to waste- 
age by the grain being spilled oflf while in transit to the place 
of delivery, and in case of liability to leakage, a notation to this 
effect shall be entered upon the weight ticket in ink, and also 
upon his book, and in case the wagon is loaded nearer to the top 
of the box than three inches or roimded up in any part of the 
load above such level, the Weigher shall refuse to weigh the 
load. It shall also be the duty of the Weigher when the roads 
are muddy or in a freezing condition, so that the mud adheres 
more or less to the wagon wheels, to require the empty wagon 
to be weighed for each load, and in case of the failure or refusal 
of the teamster to comply with this regulation, the Weigher 
shall refuse to weigh the load. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Chief Weigher to super- 
intend the said scales ana to inspect the same daily and see that 
they are kept in good working order, and also any other scales 
used in weighing property under the supervision of weighers 
or assistant weighers appointed by the Chamber of Commerce; 
and he shall frequently test the correctness of said scales by 
standard weights, and shall see that the assistant weighers 
faithfully perform their duties, and shall promptly report to the 
supervisors any failure therein. He shall receive for such serv- 
ice such salary or compensation as may be determined by the 
Board of Directors.

Flour in bags or sacks shall be inspected by opening the mouth 
of the bag or sack sufficiently to allow of the insertion of the 
same sized instrument used in the inspection of flour in barrels, 
and the quality shall be proved to the bottom of the bag of 
sack, and the opening made by the Inspector shall be securely where inspeo- 
closed by him. Inspection may be made at any store, ware- *^^H °^*y ^ 
house or dock within the limits of the city, at the option of the 
owner of the flour to be inspected; and the owner of such flour 
is expected to have it put up in such a position that the 
Inspector can reach it. The flour taken from the barrels, bags 
or sacks for the purpose of inspection shall be the property of 
the Inspector. 

Sec. 6. Immediately after the inspection the Inspector Inspector's 
shall cause each barrel, bag or sack inspected to be properly ^'*^^- 
marked or branded with the words "Milwaukee Chamber of 
Commerce Inspection,*' and the month, day and year in which

such inspection was made. For such inspection, the person 
requiring it shall pay to the Inspector two cents per 11'6 pounds 
before such flour is removed from the place of inspection. And 
it shall be the duty of the Inspector, as soon as any lot of 
flour shall have been inspected, to furnish to the owner, at the 
Inspector's office, a certificate specifying the marks, quantity 
and quality of the flour, and the cost of inspecting the same. 
All certificates of inspection shall be dated the month, day of 
the month and year in which such inspection may have been 
made. It shall be the duty of the Inspector to state in his cer- 
tificate the number of barrels, bags or sacks of flour equal to, 
above and below sample, and to furnish at his office samples of 
such flours to the parties from whom he may have received the 
sample to inspect by. Also to report on all certificates of in- 
spection whether the flour is in round or flat hoop barrels, or in 
bags or sacks, and the number of each. No certificate shall be 
issued for a part cl a lot of flour inspected without tie consent 
of both buyer and seller.

character of such imsoundness shall be noted on the certiUcate 
of inspection, such as "sour," "weedy" or "musty," as the case 
may be.

Sec. 8. When flour shall have been overhauled and cleaned 
on account of having been wet, the Inspector shall note on his 
certificate "wet and cleaned," either "by InBpector" or "by 
owner," as the case may be. Or, if any barrels, bags or sacks be 
so stained or wet as to depreciate the market value of the flour, 
the number of such barrels, lags or sacks shall be reported on 
the certificate of inspection as "stained or wet." 

Sec. 9. If the barrels, bags or sacks of any lot of flour 
offered for inspe ration shall, in the judgment of the Inspector, 
be unfit, from their o-'der or condition, for the proper convey- 
ance of flour, it shall be his duty to mark in his certificate of 
inspection the words "insufficient barrels, bags or sacks," as the 
case may be. 

Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the Inspector or his assist 
ants to weigh, on properly adjusted scales, at least ten per cent, 
of every lot of flour oflfered for inspection, and where there are 
no tares marked on the barrels, or when the Inspector has any 
reason to suppose the tares marked are incorrect, he shall empty 
and weigh not less than five (5) per cent, (but more if he deems 
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it necessary) of the barrels, and if any lot of flour be found to 
be short weight, the Inspector shall keep an accurate record of 
the weights, shall specify in his certificate the averaga quantity 
of flour short, and shall collect from the seller or owner of faid 
flour 25 cents for each barrel emptied and found short weight. 
No flour found to be short weight shall, in any case, or for any 
reason, be branded by the Inspector, unless the same shall have 
been properly filled up and made full weight. In adjusting pur- 
chases and sales of flour found to be short weight, the seller 
shall be required either to fill up the flour, so as to enable it to 
be properly branded, or, at his option, to allow the purchaser 
the quantity of flour reported by the Inspector to be short, esti- 
mating the saiie e.i its market value in New York, and in 
addition a sum of ten cents per barrel to cover the cost of 
filling up. 

Sec. 11. It shall be the duty of the Board of Supervisors Grades of Flour 
of Flour Inspection, to establish a grade of Buperfm&, and a 
grade of Extra Flour, by furnishing the Inspector standard sam- 
ples of such grades, and, when requested so to do by the owner 
or consignee of any lot of flour, the Inspector shall inspect 
such flour by grade, and brand the same accordingly. The Board 
of Supervisors of Flour Inspection shall renew the standard 
samples at least twice each year, and they may renew them 
oftener if deemed necessary.

12. If any dispute arise between any member and the Dispute to be 



Inspector, as to the quality or condition of flour, or relating in 
any respect to flour inspection, upon application of either of the 
parties to the Secretary of the Chamber of Commerce, he shall 
call together the Board of Supervisors, who shall examine the

Ck>mplaiiit8 under this Rule shall be made in writing and 
filed with the Secretary of the Chamber. 

The Inspector shall be notified in all cases of complaint, and 
shall have an opportunity to be heard by the Supervisors in 
every such case, before they shall have rendered a decision. 

The party who may complain of the inspection of any lot of 
flour, shall deposit the sum of $5.00 with the Secretary and 
Treasurer, to be divided equally among the Supervisors who 
shall have been present and acted at the hearing of such com- 
plaint. In case the decision be in favor of the party who made 
complaint, said sum shall be refunded to such party by the Sec- 
retary and Treasurer out of the funds of the Association.

RULE XXII. 

INSPECTION OF PROVISIONS. 

Section 1. The Board of Directors shall, at their first meet- 
ing in each term, or as soon thereafter as practicable, appoint 
an Inspection Committee of five members, whose duty it shall 
be to inform themselves upon the qualifications of persons 
desirous of being appointed Inspectors of Provisions imder the 
rules of the Chamber of Commerce, and to immediately report 
the name or names of such applicant or applicants as they 
may deem fit to act as Inspectors of Provisions. The Inspection 
Conunittee shall also have and exercise a general control over 
the inspection of provisions, and act as referees in case of 
complaint against the Inspector, or the inspection of any lot of 
provisions, or any matter of business pertaining to the same; 
right of reference to the Board of Arbitration and Appeals being 
reserved to any party that may be aggrieved by such decision.

The committee thus appointed shall serve until the appointment 
of its successors as above provided for. 

Sec. 2. The Board of Directors shall, as soon as practicable 
after the annual election in each year, or at such other time as 
it may deem expedient, appoint an Inspector of Provisions, who 
shall first have been recommended by the Inspection Committee 
as fit and qualified, in its judgment, to inspect provisions. The 
term of office of such Inspector shall commence upon his receiv- 
ing official notification of appointment, and complying with the 
requirements of the rules of the Chamber of Commerce for the 
control of said office, and shall continue until the third Monday 
of April next ensuing, unless the Board of Directors should 
sooner revoke the appointment. 

Sec. 3. The Inspector of Provisions shall have power to Deputy In spec- 
appoint competent assistants or deputies, and for the acts of 
such assistants, in the performance of the duties of provision 
inspection, shall be held responsible. The Inspector of Pro- 
visions shall furnish necessary labor and material (unless other- 
wise herein provided) for inspecting, receiving as compensation 
the fees arising from the same. 

Sec. 4. Before entering upon the duties of the office, every 
Inspector and Assistant Inspector shall take and subscribe to the 
following oath, which oath shall be retained in the custody of 
the Secretary of the Chamber of Commerce, as follows: 

"I, A. B., do swear that I will faithfully, truly and impar- oath of Office, 
tially, to the best of my judgment and understanding, execute 
and perform the duties of Inspector (or Assistant Inspector) of 
Provisions for the Chamber of Commerce, and in all respects 
conform to the rules provided for the control of said office, and 
that I will not, directly or indirectly, trade, or deal, or act as a 
broker in provisions during my continuance in said office. So 
HELP ME God." 



Sec. 5. The Inspector shall keep a record in detail of every 
examination he may make, that he may be qualified to testify 
positively in the event of a dispute; and in the case of pickled 
meats (the examination being made within reasonable time, and 
proper care having been taken by the owner), if it can be shown 
that property has been sold, and an article has been substituted 
and delivered diflPerent in quality from the sample exhibited, 
the seller shall be responsible for the diflference, such claim to 
be made in a reasonable length of time, and before the property 
leaves the city. 



Records of In- 
spection. 
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In- Sec. 6. For the examination of provisions sold as Standard, 

it shall be the duty of any Inspector properly appointed by the 
Association, on receiving notice, to go to any packing-house or 
warehouse in the city, to examine provisions, in such quantities 
as may be required, selecting the same in such a manner, from 
the lots specified, as, in his judgment, will give a fair sample of 
the whole. 



Certificates of 
Inspection. 



Sec. 7. If, upon examination, the property be found, in all 
respects, up to the requirements of the classification of the 
grades adopted by the Association, he shall issue a certificate to 
that effect, which certificate shall state the number of packages, 
pieces or pounds examined, and also the number of packages, 
pieces or pounds in the lot to which the examination may be 
intended to apply, and that the packages (if any) shall be in 
good merchantable order and condition. In the case of lard, no 
certificate for inspection shall be issued unless every package 
shall have been examined; but, on request of the owner or per- 
son ordering the inspection, the Inspector may examine a part 
of a lot, and issue a certificate of such examination, stating the 
number of packages examined, and also the whole number of 
packages in the lot. 



Samples. Sec. 8. When necessary to remove property for the con- 

venience of examination, it shall be the duty of the Inspector 
to send for the same, that a fair sample may be obtained. In 
no case should a certificate be granted on samples delivered by 
the seller. 

Inspection fees Sec. 9. The fees for inspection are established as follows : 

For inspection by sampling, including repacking and c<)oper- 
ing, Beef and Pork, for the first five barrels, eighty (80) cents 
per barrel, and for each additional barrel, twenty-five (25) 
cents. For inspecting S. P. meats, for the first five tierces, one 
(1) dollar per tierce, and for each additional tierce, twenty-five 
(25) cents. For inspecting boxed meats, for the first five boxes, 
one (1) dollar per box, and for each additional box, fifty (50) 
cents. When the whole of a lot is inspected, labor and cooper- 
ing to be furnished by the seller, for Beef and Pork, ten (10) 
cents per barrel. For S. P. meats, in lots of fifty (50) tierces or 
more, twelve and a half (12^) cents per tierce; in lots of one 
hundred (100) tierces or more, ten (10) cents per tierce. For 
bulk or boxed meats, in car-load lots or more, fifteen (15) cents 
per one thousand (1,000) pounds. For Lard, in lots of one hun- 
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dred (100) tierces or more, four (4) cents per tierce. For Tal- 
low and Grease, five (5) cents per tierce. The fees for wei?jh- 
ing, not including breaking down and repiling, are established 
as follows: Lard and Grease, in lots of one hundred (100) 
packages or more, four (4) cents per package. Tallow, in half 
hogsheads, or smaller packages, five (5) cents per package; in 
hogsheads, ten (10) cents each. Bulk Meats, not including labor, 
ten (10) cents per one thousand (1,000) pounds. For stripping 
Lard or Grease, at regular warehouses, not less than five (5) 
packages, fifty (50) cents per package. 

Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the Inspector, when re- Repacking, 
quested by the owner, either at any packing-house, ware- 
house, or in yards provided by the Inspector, to overhaul and 
inspect provisions, according to the qualifications and classifi- 
cations authorized; two him dred pounds of meat, with abund- 
ance of good salt, to be repacked into each barrel, and cooper- 
age to be put in good order; each barrel of provisions that is 
sound, sweet, and free from any and every defect, to have 
grade and date of inspection branded thereon, and the word 
"Repacked," as hereinafter specified; and any portion that may 
be defective to be branded, in like manner, "Rusty," *fSour," 
or "Tainted," as the case may be; the said brand to be placed 
with the Inspector's brand across the regular packer's brand; 
such provisions, according to the grade or quality, to be classed 
as "Repacked, 200 lbs." 

Sec. 11. The Inspectors shall use metallic letters and figures. Inspector's 
marking-iron or stencil, for their dates and class of inspection. 

Sec. 12. It shall also be the duty of the Inspector to put his 
metallic brand, marking-iron or stencil on all samples of pro- 
visions in tierces or barrels that he inspects; and he shall pass 
no hog products in tierces or barrels as Standard unless the real 
packer's name^ location, number of pieces, date, and weight of 
the products contained therein are branded, according to these 
rules, on the head of every package. 

Sec. 13. Should the Inspector be called upon to inspect short Weight, 
pickled meats, and, upon examination, he should be of the 
opinion that the number of pounds required by these rules had 
not been originally packed, he shall not pass them as Standard, 
but shall refer the matter at once to the Committee on Provision 
Inspection, who shall investigate, and, if a satisfactory explana- 
tion can be given or arrived at, it shall instruct the Inspector to

proceed and inspect and pass them; but if not satisfactory to 
the committee it shall, in its judgment, make the fact known to 
the Association in any way it may think most proper. 

Sec. 14. Contents of each package of pickled meats must 
show a reasonable uniformity in weight, according to its class. 

Sec. 16. It shall be the further duty of the Inspectors, dur- 
ing the packing season, to visit frequently the different packing 
houses to see that Provisions shall be properly dated and branded 
at time of being packed. 

Sec. 16. Dry Salted Rough Sides may be made into Short 
Rib or Short Clear Sides, and Dry Salted Short Rib Sides may 
be made into Short Clear Sides, if, in all other respects, they are 
up to the requirements, and shall be classed as Standard. 

Sec. 17. All the foregoing Regulations, and the require- 
ments as to the cut and packing of hog products, must be justly 
and liberally construed, and no property shall be rejected or 
condemned on mere technicalities; but this shall not be regarded 
as giving license to departure from their general spirit and intent. 

REQUIREMENTS AS TO CUT AND PACKING OF HOG 
PRODUCTS. 

MESS POBK. 

Sec. 18. Standard Mess Pork should be made from sides of 
well-fatted hogs, split through or on one side of the backbone, 
and equal proportions on both sides, cut into strips of reasona- 
bly uniform width, properly flanked and not oack strapped. 
Between October first and the last day of February, inclusive, 
one hundred and ninety (190)"pounds, and during the month of 
March one hundred and ninety-three (193) pounds of green 
meat, numbering not over sixteen pieces, including the regxdar 
proportion of flank and shoulder cuts, placed four layers on edge 
without excessive crowding or bruising, shall be packed in each 
barrel with not less than forty (40) pounds of coarse salt and 
barrel filled with brine of full strength; or forty (40) pounds of 
coarse salt, and in addition thereto fifteen pounds of salt and: 
barrel filled with cold water. 

PRIME MESS FORK. 

Sec. 19. Prime Mess Pork should be made from the shoul- 
ders and sides of hogs weighing from one hundred (100) to one 
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hundred and seventy-five (175) pounds, net, to be cut, as near as 
practicable, into square pieces of four (4) pounds each; the 
shank of the shoulder to be cut off close to the breast. One 
hundred and ninety (190) pounds of green meat, in the propor- 
tion of twenty (20) pieces of shoulder cuts to thirty (30) pieces 
of side cuts, shall be properly packed in each barrel, with not 
less than twenty (20) pounds of coarse salt, and barrel filled 
with brine of full strength; or twenty (20) pounds of coarse 
salt audi in addition thereto fifteen (15) pounds of salt, and 
barrel filled with water. There shall also be put into each barrel 
twelve (12) ounces of saltpeter. 

EXTBA PRIME PORE. 

Sec. 20. Extra Prime Pork should be made from heavy 
untrimmed shoulders, cut into three (3) pieces; the leg to be 
cut off close to the breast, and in all other respects to be cut, 
selected and packed as Mess Pork. 

LIGHT MESS PORK. 

Sec. 21. Light Mess Pork should be made from sides of 
reasonably well-fatted hogs; and in all other respects to be cut, 
selected and packed same as Mess Pork, except that as many 
as twenty-two (22) pieces may be put into each barrel. 

BACK PORK. 

Sec. 22. Baok Pork should be made from backs of hogs, 
after bellies have been taken off, cut into pieces of about six (6) 
poimds each, and in all other respects to be cut, selected and 
packed in the same manner as Mess Pork. 

EXTRA SHOULDER PORK. 

Sec. 23. Extra Shoulder Pork should be made from heavy 
trimmed shoulders, cut into three ( 3 ) pieces ; the leg to be cut off 
close to the breast, and in all other respects to be cut, selected 
and packed in the same manner as Mess Pork. 

EXTRA CLEAR PORK. 

Sec. 24. Extra Clear Pork should be made from the sides 
of extra heavy, well-fatted hogs, the backbone and ribs to be 
taken out, the number of pieces in each barrel not to exceed 
fourteen (14), and in all other respects to be cut, selected and 
packed in the same manner as Mess Pork. 
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CLEAR PORK. 

Sec. 25. Clear Pork should be made from the sides of extra 
heavy, well-fatted hogs, the backbone and half the rib next the 
backbone to be taken out, the number of pieces in each barrel 
not to exceed fourteen (14), and in all other respects to be cut, 
selected and packed in the same manner as Mess Pork. 

CLEAR BACK PORK. 

Sec. 26. Clear Back Pork should be made from the backs of 
heavy, well-fatted hogs, after bellies have been taken off and 
backbone and ribs taken out, cut into pieces of about six (6) 
pounds each, and in all other respects to be packed in the same 
manner as Mess Pork. 



PICKLED MEATS. 

STANDARD SWEET PICKLED HAMS. 

Sec. 27. Standard Sweet Pickled Hams should be cut short 
and well rounded at the butt, properly faced, shank cut off 
enough above the hock joint to expose the marrow, to be 
reasonably uniform in size, and to average in lots not to exceed 
sixteen (16) pounds, with no ham lo weigh less than twelve (12)- 
pounds, and none to weigh over twenty (20) pounds. Three 
hundred (300) pounds, block weight, shall be packed in each 
tierce, with either twenty-two (22) pounds of salt, three (3) 
quarts of syrup, twelve oimces of saltpeter, and tierces filled 
with water, or tierces filled with sweet pickle made according 
to the above standard. 

STANDARD SWEET PICKLED SHOULDERS. 

Sec. 28. Standard Sweet Pickled Shoulders should be well 
cut and trimmed, reasonably uniform in size, and to average, in 
lots, not to exceed sixteen (16) pounds. Three hundred (300) 
pounds, block weight, shall be packed in each tierce. Pickle the 
same as used for Hams. 

NEW YORK SHOULDERS. 

Sec. 29. New York Shoulders should be made from small 
smooth hogs, shank cut off one inch above knee joint, trimmed 
close and smooth, reasonably imiform in size, and to average in 
lots not to exceed fourteen (14) pounds. Three hundred (300) 
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pounds, block weight, shall be packed in each tieroe. Pidde the 
same as used for Hams. 

BOSTON SHOULDEBS. 

Seo. 30. Boston Shoulders should be made from medium 
sized, smooth, fat hogs, shank cut off about one inch aboive the 
knee joint, and butt cut off about two inches above the second 
knudcle and slightly rounded, neck cut square and breast flap 
taken off, trimmed dose and smooth, and not to exceed twelve 
(12) pounds average. Three hundred (300) pounds, block weight, 
shall be packed in each tieroe. Pickle the same as used for Hams. 

OAUFOBNIA. HAMS. 

Seo. 31. California Hams should be made from smooth, 
well fatted hogs, shank cut off above the knee joint, trimmed as 
full on the face as possible, butt taken off to the edge of the 
blade, well rounded at the butt in the shape of a ham, breast 
flap taken off and trimmed close and smooth, reasonably uni- 
form in size, and to average in lots not to exceed twelve (12) 
pounds. Three hundred (300) pounds, block weight, shall be 
packed in each tieroe. Pickle the same as used for Hams. 

SKINNED HAMS. 

Sex;. 32. Skinned Hams should be cut and packed in all 
respects the same as Sweet Piekledl Hams, except that the skin 
must be removed down to the shank, and the fat neatly trimmed 
off within half an inch oi the lean, and to average eighteen 
(18) to tweniy-two (22) pou:Qd8. 

SWEET PIOKLED BIB BELLEBS. 

Seo. 33. Sweet Pidcled Rib Bellies should be made from 
nice, smooth hogs, well cut and trimmed, to average in lots not 
to exceed fourteen (14) pounds. Three hundred (300) pounds, 
block weight, shall be padced in each tierce. Pickle the same 
as used for Hams. 

sweet pioexed olbab bellies. 

Seo. 34. Sweet Pickled Clear Bellies should in all respects 
be cut and packed same as sweet pickled rib bellies, except that 
all bone shall be removed. 
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BRANDING. 



Sec. 36. The packer's' name, location, number of pieces, and 
the date of packing, shall be branded on the head of each package 
of Pickled Meats at the time of packing. 



UNIFORMITY OF PICKLED MEATS. 



Sec. 36. All Pickled Meats should be sized when packed — 
the light, medium and heavy separately, as nearly as practicable. 



CUT MEATS. 

SHOULDERS. 

Sec. 37. Shoulders should be cut as close as possible to the 
back part of the forearm joint, butted off square on top; neck 
heme and short ribs taken out, blood vein lifted and cut out, 
breast flap to be trimmed off, and foot to be taken off in or above 
the knee joint. 

SKINNED SHOULDERS. 

Sec. 38. Skinned Shoulders should be cut and trimmed in 
all respects like the New York Shoulder, except that in addition 
the skin should be taken off to the shank and the fat trimmed 
off within half (^) an inch of the lean. 

BLADED SHOULDERS. 

Sec. 39. Bladed Shoulders should be cut the same as Stand- 
ard Shoulders, excepting the shoulder-blade to be taken out and 
the corners rounded. 

ROUGH SIDES. 

Sec. 40. Rough Sides should be made by splitting the hog 
through or on one side of the backbone, and an equal propor- 
tion of both sides must be delivered on sales to make them 
standard. 

SHORT CLEAR SIDES. 

Sec. 41. To make Short Clear Sides, the backbone and ribs 
should be taken out, henchbone or breastbone sawed or cut down 
smooth and even with the face of the side; feather of blade bone 
not to be taken out and no incision (pocket) to be made in the 
side. 
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EXTBA SHORT CIJ2AB SIDES. 

Extra Short Clear Sides should be made same as Short Clear 
except that all the loin must be taken off the back. 

SHORT B£B SIDES. 

Sec. 42. To make Short Rib Sides the backbone should be 
taken out, henchbone and breastbone sawed or cut down smooth 
and even with face of side; feather of bladebone not to be taken 
out, and no incision (pocket) to be made in the side. 

LONG CLEAR SIDES. 

Sec. 43. Long Clear Sides should be cut reasonably square 
at both the tail end and the shoulder end, the neck taken off and 
smoothly trimmed, backbone, shoulderbones and ribs must be 
taken out, also the legbone and blade, henchbone and breast- 
bone sawed off or cut down smooth and even with the face of 
the side. 

EXTRA LONG CLEAR SIDES 

Extra Long Clear Sides should be cut and trimmed in all 
respects like the Long Clear, except that in addition all the loin 
should be neatly trimmed off down to the fat. 

SHORT CLEAR BACKS. 

Sec. 44. Short Clear Backs should be made from the sides 
of smooth hogs from which the bellies have been cut, backbone 
and ribs taken out and the lean left on, tailbone sawed off even 
with the face of the meat and trimmed smooth and square on 
all the edges.

Oumberlaiid Sides should have the end from which 
the ham is taken cut square, the leg cut off below the knee joint, 
the shoulder, ribs, neckbone, backbone and blood vein taken out, 
the breastbone sawed or cut down smooth and even with the 
face of the side, and should not be badc-strapped or flanked. 

LOirO BIB SIDBS. 

Sbo. 48. Long Rib Sides should be made same as Cumber- 
lands, except that the bladebone must be taken out and the leg 
cut off close to the breast. 

BIBMINOHAM SIDBS. 

Sbo. 49. Birmingham Sides should have the backbone, ribs 
and bladebone taken out, podcet piece cut out and podcet nicely 
rounded, knucklebone left in and leg cut off close to breast

Sbo. 60. South Staffordshire Sides should be made the same 
as Birmingham, except loin taken out full to top of shoulder 
blade, leaving only a thin strip of lean along the back; knuckle 
left in and leg cut off close to the breast.

Seo. 53. Long Hams should be cut from the Side by separat- 
ing with a knife the hipbone from the rump, properly rounded 
out, foot unjointed at first joint below the hodc joint. 

SOUTH STAFFOBDSHIBB HAMS. 

SBa 64. South Staffordshire Hams should be cut short, 
hipbone taken out at socket joint, hodc unjointed at first joint 
below the hock joint. 
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DUBLIN MIDDLES. 

Sec. 55. Dublin Middles should be cut from light, smooth 
hogs; the side must be thin; made same as Cumberlands, ex- 
cept that the leg should be cut off close to the breast. 

WILTSHIRE SIDES. 

Sec. 56. Wiltshire Sides should be made from smooth hogs; 
the shoulder, side and ham must be left together in one piece; 
the balance must be taken out, foot cut off, the shoulder same 
as Cumberland, hipbone taken out, not to be back-strapped, and 
the belly to be trimmed up even, the leg of the ham to be cut 
off above the joint. 

MANCHESTER HAMS. 

Sec. 57. Manchester Hams should be made in all respects 
like South Staffordshire Hams, except that the hipbone must be 
left in.

Sec. 58. A Three Rib Shoulder should be made from smooth, 
fat hogs, cut three (3) ribs wide, squared at the butt and in all 
other respects same as Standard Shoulder.

Sec. 59. In packing meats in boxes, the, pieces should be 
classified — the light, medium and heavy separately, as nearly as 
practicable, in packages madle to suit the different sizes. 

LARD. 

choice lard. 

Sec. 60. Choice Lard to be made from leaf and trimmings 
only, either steam or kettle rendered, the manner of rendering 
to be branded on each tierce. 

PRIME steam lard. 

Sec. 61. Standard Prime Steam Lard should be solely the 
product of the trimmings and other fat parts of hogs, rendered 
in tanks by the direct application of steam, and without subse- 
quent change in grain or character by the use of agitators or 
other machinery, except as such change may unavoidably come 
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from transportation. It must have proper color, flavor and 
soundness for keeping, and no material which has been salted 
must be included. The name and location of the renderer and 
the grade of the lard shall be plainly branded on each package 
at the time of packing. 

PACKAGES. 

COOPERAGE. 

Sec. 62. Cooperage shall be made of well-seasoned White 
or Burr Oak, free from objectionable sap. 

BABBELS. 

Sec. 63. For barrels, staves should be five-eighths (f ) of an 
inch thick, twenty-nine (29) or thirty (30) inches long; heads 
eighteen (18) inches, one (1) inch thick in the center, and three- 
eighths (I) at bevel; hoops hickory, or white oak; to be hooped 
not less than eleven-sixteenth (11-16).

Sec. 64. Tierces for Hams, Shoulders, Beef, or Lard, should 
be thirty-two (32) inches long with a twenty-one (21) inch head, 
or thirty-three (33) inches long with a twenty-one and one-half 
(21%) inch head; staves to be chamfered at the head. Quality 
of staves and hoops to be the same as for barrels; staves three- 
fourths (%) of an inch thick; heads same thickness as for bar- 
rels; hooped eleven-sixteenths (11-16).

second regular meeting of the Board of Directors, in each fiscal 
year, or as soon thereafter as is practicable, there shall be 
elected one member of said committee to serve for the term of 
five years, or until his successor shajl have been duly elected. 
In case of any vacancy occurring in the Trustees of the Gratuity 
Fimd, the Board of Directors shall fill such vacancy lor the im- 
expired term. The election of Trustees of the Gratuity Fund 
shall be by ballot. 

Sec* 3. As soon after the adoption of this rule as may be prac- 
ticable, the Board of Directors shall cause the Treasurer of the 
Chamber of Commerce to pay over to the Trustees of the Gratuity 
Fund such money and securities as may, under the provisions of this 
rule, belong to said fund.

Exchange meeting, or part thereof, shall require an affirmative 
vote of two-thirdai of the members present and voting, the 
number not being less than one hundred, such adjournment 
having first been recommended by the Board of Directors. 

RUT^E XXV. 

Section 1. Any of the rules of the Chamber of Commerce 
may be repealed or amended only by a vote by ballot of a Amendments, 
majority of the members voting on the proposition, provided, 
however, that not less than sixty affirmative votes shall be 
cast for such repeal or amendment to repeal or amend the rule 
or rules in question, and provided further that the proposed

RULE XXVII. 

INSPECTION OF FLAX SEED. 

Section 1. The weight per measured bushel for each grade 
of flax seed shall be that of commercially pure seed. 

No. 1 Northwestern Flax Seed. Flax seed to grade No. 1 
Northwestern shall be mature, soimd, dry and sweet. It shall be 
Northern grown or have the usual characteristics thereof. The 
maximum quantity of field, stadc, storage or other damaged 
seed intermixed, shall not exceed eight per cent. The mini- 
mum wei^l '. shall be fifty-one pounds to the measured bushel. 

No. 1 Flax Seed. No. 1 Flax Seed shall be sound, dry and 
free from mustiness and carrying intermixed not more than 
twenty per cent, of immature, or field, stack, storage or other 
damaged flax seed and weighing not less than fifty pounds to 
the measured bushel. 

Rejected Flax Seed. All damaged and musty flax seed, 
and that carrying intermixed, inmiature, or field, stack, storage, 
or other damaged flax seed in excess of twenty per cent, and 
weighing not less than forty-six and one-half pounds to the 
measured bushel shall be graded ''Rejected." 
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No Gbade Flax Seed. Flax Seed that is wet, mouldy, 
smoky, warm or in a heating condition, or is intermixed with 
burnt seed, or is in anywise unfit for temporary storage or 
weighs less than forty-six and one-half pounds to the measured 
bushel shall be graded "No Grade." 

Sec. 2. In sampling and inspecting flax seed received in 
cars in bulk, by railroad, a geared screw sampler shall be 
passed down through the seed at not less than seven points 
evenly distributed. At each point an equal quantity of seed 
shall l)e taken, aggregating three pounds, which shall be deemed 
an average sample . of car-load. When car is inspected, cards 
in duplicate shall be written staling the result — the one tacked 
to grain door of car, the other attached to sample. Provided 
always, should the car be so unevenly loaded either as to the 
quality or impurity as to leave a doubt in the mind of the In- 
spector as to correctness of sample, he will not card the car, but 
note the fact and report to the consignee. 

Sec. 3. When Inspector receives notice to inspect flax seed 
to or from bags, he shall proceed as follows: As the bags are 
filled or emptied, he shall take from each bag the same quan- 
tity. The samples so taken shall be intermixed and three pounds 
taken therefrom, which shall be deemed a;n average sample of lot. 

Sec. 4. The inspection of flax seed from elevator or ware- 
house to lake transportation shall be made by passing a grain 
trier of suitable length through each draught after the seed 
has been elevated to shipping scale hopper to be weighed, and 
drawing therefrom at each filling of hopper an equal quantity. 
From every ten samples so drawn an average sample of three 
pounds shall be taken. On completion of shipment from any 
elevator or warehouse, an equal quantity of fiax seed taken 
from the accumulated three-pound samples, aggregating six 
pounds, shall be considered an average sample of shipment from 
that elevator or warehouse. 

Sec. 5. The inspection of fiax seed from elevator or ware- 
house to railroad transportation shall be made by drawing with 
grain trier samples from eight points equally distributed in ear, 
and taking from each an equal amount, aggregating three 
pounds, which shall be considered' an average sample. 

Sec. 6. To test flax seed, one pound of average impurity 
and quality »hall be taken from the sample to be tested, and the 
impurities or foreign matter therein shall be removed as near 
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as practicable by the use of two sieves; one with meshes three 
by sixteen, the other with meshes sixteen by sixteen. The per 
cent, of impurity and weight per measured bushel of the com- 
mercially pure seed shall be determined by the use of proper 
testing scales. The impurity shall be returned to the flax seed, 
which shall be enveloped and tagged with the result of test and 
numbered to correspond with the records, and kept on deposit 
sixty days. 

Sec. 7. The Inspector at the date of inspection shall issue 
in the name < i owner or agent of flax seed inspected a certificate 
of inspection setting forth the grade (if rejected or no grade 
the reason why), per cent, of impurity, weight per measured 
bushel and fees. Also the name of railroad or vessel by which 
received or shipped, the number and initial of car and the number 
of gross bushels said to be shippedT from named elevator or ware- 
house, provided always that duplicate certificates shall be issued 
only to owners, or agents, or their order. 

Sec. 8. The Inspector shall put on 'Change each day, week 
and month a tabulated statement showing in detail and totality, 
as follows: 

The Daily: All inspections of flax seed since last report. 

The Weekly: The amount of flax seed in store. 

The Monthly: The inspected receipts and! shipments during 
the month last past. 

Sec. 9. On notice from any elevator firm that they are 
about to receive from a certain railroad flax seed for storage, 
the Inspector shall daily in detail report to said firm all flax 
seed inspected on said road. The inspection of all flax seed 
shipped from elevator shall also be in full reported to elevator 
office. 

Sec. 10. The Inspector shall lay before the Board of Direc- 
tors not later than the second Monday after the second! day of 
January in each year, a tabular statement of the entire inspected 
receipts and shipments of flax seed the preceding year, end- 
ing Dec. 31st, with such information as may be of interest to 
the Board. 

Sec. 11. Any member of the Chamber of Commerce inter- 
ested shall have the right of appeal from the decision of the 
Inspector to the Supervisors of Grain Inspection by giving 
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notice in writing and paying to the Secretary of the Chamber 
five dollars for each and every case appealed. If the inspection 
is sustained the five dollars shall be paid' to the committee; and 
if not sustained, then to be returned and the fee paid by the 
Chamber. If practicable, the committee shall examine the seed 
upon which appeal has been taken. If not practicable, the 
Inspector shall furnish samples faken by him. 

Sec. 12. The fees for inspecting and certifying flax seed 
shall be as follows: 

For each car or part of car, dSc. 

For each lot in car divided by bulkhead, 60c. 

For each 1,000 bushels from elevator or warehouse to lake 
transportation, 65c. 



For each 2-bushel bag, %c. 
For each 4-bushel bag, Ic. 
For each wagon load, 16fc. 



RULE XXVIII. 

OBADES OF HAY. 

Section 1. In the absence of any agreement to the con- 
trary, the following classifications shall comprise the different 
grades of Hay in this market: 

No. 1 Timothy — Shall be Timothy and not more than one- 
fifth of other tame grasses mixed, good color, well cured and 
free from must. 

No. 2 Timothy — Shall be Timothy and not more than one- 
third of other tame grasses mixed; good color, well cured and 
free from must. 

Mixed Hay — Shall consist of tame grasses mixed; good 
color, well cured and free from must. 

I^iME Prairie — Shall be purely upland Hay, free from 
swale grasses, good color, well cured and free from must. 

Ko. 1 Prairie — Shall be upland and midland prairie Hay ; 
good color, well cured and free from must. 
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No. 2 Prairie — Shall be swale or slough Hay, either wholly 
or mixed with upland, good color, tvell cured and free from 
must. 

No Grade Hay — All kinds of Hay badly cured, stained, or 
in any way out of condition; the certificate of inspection stating 
whether it is tame or prairie hay. 

In case of inspection, the certificate shall give the weight of 
each bale of Hay weighed and inspected. The fees for inspec- 
tion, under the rule, shall not exceed thirty (30) cents per ton 
of two thousand (2,000) pounds, and shall be divided equally 
between the buyer and seller.

RULE XXIX. 

WEIGHT OF A BALE OF HOPS. 

Section 1. It shall be the rule that a bale of Hops shall 
weigh not less than one hundred and seventy-five (175) or more 
than two hundred pounds, but the tender or delivery of any lot 
of Hops on a sale or contract averaging 185 to 190 pounds shall 
be deemed a compliance with this Rule. 

Sec. 2. The sacking of Hops shall not weigh more than 
twenty-four (24) ounces per yard, and seven pounds shall be 
deducted from the weight of each bale as tare, a;nd any addi- 
tional weight of sacking or any extraneous matter shall be con- 
sidered as irregular, and the seller be liable to the purchaser for 
such excess.

RULES OF THE PROVISION TRADE. 

Section 1. The Board of Directors shall appoint a com- 
petent person as Registrar of Provisions, who shall have power 
to appoint deputies, subject to approval of the Committee on In- 
spection of Provisions. 

It shall be the duty of the Registrar of Provisions to provide 
and cause to be kept suitable books in which shall be registered 
all warehouse receipts for beef, sheep and hog products issued as 
"regular" or for the "regular delivery" of such property in the 
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Milwaukee market under the rules of the Chamber of Com- 
merce; such receipts, after being so registered, shall be stamped 
or written across their face with the word "Registered" and 
the date of such registry, and signed in writing by the said 
Registrar or some person duly authorized by him to perform 
that service. All warehouse receipts, before being registered, 
shall be plainly numbered, and shall indicate on their face the 
number or mark of the particular lot of property intended to 
be covered or represented by such receipt. All such receipts 
issued from or by each warehouse or other place of storage 
shall be consecutively numbered, and no receipts of duplicate 
numbers issued from the same place of storage shall be registered. 
All property covered or represented by registered warehouse re- 
ceipts shall be plainly marked in such manner as will clearly 
distinguish it from all other property stored in the same ware- 
house or place of storage, and by such marks, numbers or 
characters as may be approved by the Registrar of Provisions; 
such marks to be so arranged as to avoid the possibility of 
duplication or uncertainty as to the identity of the property 
eo receipted for. No warehouse receipt shall be registered until 
a report shall have been received at the office of the Registrar 
of Provisions from a duly authorizd deputy that the property 
represented by the receipt is actually in the place of storage, and 
is marked as indicated in the receipt; such reports shall be in 
a form prescribed by the Registrar, and shall be preserved by 
him for future reference. No second warehouse receipt for the 
same property shall be registered unless the original is pre- 
sented at the time, and its registration canceled by the Registrar. 

In such case new receipts, either for the whole or part of lots, 
or the consolidation of different lots, may be registered upon 
the report of a deputy that the property is in the place repre- 
sented, and is marked as represented. All new receipts so regis- 
tered shall bear the same date, as near as may be, with the 
originals so canceled, and no receipts differing in date more than 
thirty days shall be consolidated into a new receipt. No property 
shall be removed from the place of storage indicated by any 
registered' receipt issued to represent it, until the registration of 
such receipt has first been canceled in the office of the Registrar 
of Provisions, by writing or stamping across its face the words 
"registration canceled."

good merchantable condition in every respect; or, failing to so 
deliver, shall be bound to settle his contract under the pro- 
visicfns of Rule X of the Association, provided that in all sales 
specified as for cash, the buyer shall not be bound to pay in- 
spection fees unless he orders the inspection of the property.

On sales of provisions deliverable at the pleasure 
of the seller within a specified time, the seller shall have the 
privilege of delivering at any time during the life of the ccm- 
tract, without previous notice to the purchaser, but the tender 
of a registered regular warehouse receipt, together with a cer- 
tificate of inspection by an Inspector of the Association (such 
inspection having been made within the last five days), such 
delivery shall be held to be regular and the buyer shall receive 
and pay for the same, together with the fees for inspection. If, 
however, within the next forty-eight (48) hours the buyer shall 
produce the certificate of the Committee on Provision Inspec- 
tion that the property so delivered is not Standard, the seller 
shall immediately receive the property back, paying all accrued 
expenses and substituting other property that is Standard, pro- 
vided that the evidence of the Committee on Provision Inspec- 
tion, as herein referred to, shall be furnished during the next 
forty-eight (48) hours, or as soon as said committee can report, 
they having been called for such examination, and the seller so 
notified within the next twenty-four (24) hours. On sales de-

All deliveries of provisions by warehouse receipts shall be 
free of storage to the buyer for five (5) days, except when the 
first day of the month falls on Sunday, or a holiday, in which 
case receipt shall be regular to the buyer, if free of storage for 
four days; and any expense attending the examination or load- 
ing of provisions represented by warehouse receipts shall be 
paid to the warehouseman by the party ordering the same; 
provided in no case the expense of loading on teams be in excess 
of what the charge would be if loaded on cars. 

SiX3. 20. The standard net weight for mea:ts packed in boxes 
shall be between 476 and 625 poimds for each box, and in all 
settlements or deliveries of boxed meats an average of 500 pounds 
net per box shall be made the basis for settlement, and the ex- 
cess or shortage from said average shall be settled at the market 
value of the property delivered, at the time of its delivery. 
But in case of delivery the full number of packages contracted 
for must be delivered.

Sec. 21. Long clear sides shall not average less than forty- 
five (45) pounds; short clear sides shall not average less than 
forty (40) pounds, and short rib sides shall not average less than 
thirty (30) pounds, nor more than sixty (60) pounds — ^no piece 
to weigh over eighty-five (85) pounds — ^to be a regular delivery 
on contracts. Lots of short rib sides, however, of the following 
averages in weight, subject to the following reductions from the 
contract price may be delivered under the Rules: 

70 pounds average by deducting 5 cents per 100 pounds. 

80 pounds average by deducting 10 cents per 100 pounds. 

90 pounds average by deducting 15 cents per 100 pounds. 
100 pounds and over by deducting 20 cents per 100 pounds. 
Provided, no piece in any lot shall vary in weight more than 
thirty per cent, from the average weight of the lot. Dry salted 
shoulders shall not average less than twelve (12) pounds to be 
Standard and regular on delivery either loose or boxed. 

Sec. 22. On any examination by any Inspector of dry salted 
meats in bulk or for boxing, if over twenty (20) per cent, is 
rejected he shall not be required to pass any of the lot in that 
condition. 

Sec. 23. A delivery of sweet pickled hams or shoulders shall 
be considered regular if they average not over two (2) pieces 
unsound per tierce, and a deduction of twenty-five (25) per 
cent, on the price shall be made on the unsound. 
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Sec. 24. On contracts for future delivery of beef, sheep or 
hog products, Chicago registered warehouse receipts conforming 
to the rules and regulations of the Chicago Board of Trade, may 
be delivered in fulfillment of such contracts in this market. 



REGULATIONS AS TO WAREHOUSES FOR STORAGE OF 
PROVISIONS. 

Adopted by the Board of Directors of the Chamber of Com- 
merce in pursuance of the foregoing rule. 

First, The place of storage shall be such only as is ap- 
proved by the Board of Directors, who shall consider its location 
and facilities for handling, receiving and shipping this class of 
property. 

Second. The proprietors or managers of such warehouses 
shall be in unquestioned standing as to their financial responsi- 
bility and integrity. 

Third. The proprietors or managers of such warehouses 
shall agree to honestly and cordially co-operate with the sys- 
tem of registration as adopted by the Chamber of Commerce 
and furnish the Registrar all needed information to enable him 
to keep a correct record and account of all provisions in store 
in their r^pective places of storage; and shall report to him on 
the first day of each month the amount or quantity of pro- 
visions held in store by them respectively at the close of busi- 
ness on the last day of the month next preceding, whether 
said property is their own or held by them for account of others, 
and whether represented by outstanding warehouse receipts or 
otherwise; said report to be made on the next succeeding busi- 
ness day when the first day of the month falls upon a Sunday 
or a holiday. Said reports shall be made on a form of blank 
provided by the Registrar of Provisions, and shall be signed by 
the person, firm or corporation having such property in charge, 
and shall be sworn to either by the person so signing or some 
person in his or its employ having personal knowledge of the 
facts upon which the record is based. The property so reported 
shall be correctly embraced under the heads or descriptions pro- 
vided for in said form of blank. 

Fourth. The Provision Registrar of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the City of Milwaukee shall appoint, at his discretion, 
a sufficient number of Deputy Registrars, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Committee on Provision Inspection, whose duty it

shall be to make daily written reports to the Registrar of all 
property found by them in store and represented by registered 
provision warehouse receipts, registered imder the rules and 
regulations of the said Chamber of Commerce; such written re- 
ports to accurately describe each and every lot of provisions so 
represented, and to be submitted in such form and detail that 
an exact comparison may easily be made with each registered 
warehouse receipt, registered and issued as aforesaid; and in 
every instance to be based upon official andi personal identification 
of the property described in said returns. 

Fifth. All such warehouse proprietors or managers shall 
promptly report to the said Registrar, as the same shall come 
to their knowledge, any information touching the condition of 
any property held in store by them, imder registered ware- 
house receipts, that will tend to impair its value, and which it 
may be important and proper should be known to the trade. 

Siwth. It shall be the duty of the Board! of Directors prior 
to the first day of June in eojch year to inspect, or cause to be 
inspected all warehouses for the storage of provisions, the pro- 
prietors or managers of which shall apply to have the same 
declared "regular" under the rules of the Chamber of Com- 
merce*, and no warehouse shall be declared a regular ware- 
house for the storage of provisions which shall not comply 
with the Rules of the Chamber of Commerce and these re- 
quirements, nor until the proprietors of such warehouse shall 
have filed a bond in the form and conditioned as provided in 
the Rules of the Chamber of Commerce and in the amount 
fixed by the Board of Directors and such bond shall have 
been approved by the Board of Directors. Warehouse re- 
ceipts for provisions issued by warehouses so declared regular 
by the Board of Directors shall be regular for delivery on con- 
tracts under the Rules of the Chamber of Commerce so long as 
the said warehouse shall continue to be a regular warehouse 
for the storage of provisions, but the term for which any 
warehouse is declared a regular warehouse for the storage of 
provisions to issue such receipts shall be limited to and ex- 
pire on the first day of June in each year. No receipts issued 
on provisions stored in any warehouse after that date shall be 
regular for delivery under the Rules of the Chamber of Com- 
merce imless the warehouse upon which it has been issued has 
again been declared' a regular warehouse by the Board of Di- 
rectors; but receipts for property in store in such warehouse 
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at that date shall continue to be regular for such delivery so 
long as the property remains intact in such warehouse. 

Application may be made after the first day of June in any 
year to have a warehouse declared regular, and the Board of 
Directors may declare such warehouse regular in accordance with 
and subject to the provisions of said rules and requirements. 

Seventh, Any regular warehouse may, for good and suffi- 
cient reasons, satisfactory to the Board of Directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce, be declared no longer a regular ware- 
house for the storage of provisions under the rules of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, provided property already in store in such 
warehouse shall continue to be regular on delivery so long as 
it remains intact in such warehouse. 

RULE XXXI. 

GRAIN WABEHOUSES. 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of every warehouseman. Duties of Pro- 
corporation or firm operating a warehouse made and declared P''ietors. 
regular by the Board of Directors, with the approval of this 
Chamber of Commerce, to receive for storage any grain or flax 
seed that may be tendered to said warehouse, in the usual man- 
ner in which such warehouses are accustomed to receive the 
same in the ordinary course of business, not making any dis- 
crimination between persons seeking to avail themselves of such 
warehouse facilities; such grain or flax seed in all cases to be 
inspected and graded by the duly authorized Inspector and to 
be stored with grain or flax seed of the same grade received at 
the same time, as near as may be as to the time of being re- 
ceived. In no case shall grain or flax seed of diff'erent grades 
be mixed together while in store, but if the owner or consignee 
so request, and the warehouseman consent thereto, his grain or 
flax seed of the same grade may be kept in a bin by itself apart 
from that of the owners of other grain or flax seed, which bin 
shall thereupon be marked and known as a separate bin or 
special bin. If a warehouse receipt be issued for grain or flax 
seed so kept separate, it shall state on its face that it is in a 
special bin, and shall state the number of such bin, and no grain 
or flax seed shall be delivered from such warehouse unless it be 
inspected on the delivery thereof by the duly authorized In- 
spector of grain or flax seed. Nothing in this section shall be 
so construed as to require the receipt of grain or flax seed into 
any warehouse in which tRere is not sufficient room to accom- 
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modate it or store it properly, or in cases where such ware- 
house is necessarily dosed. 

Sec. 2. The proprietors and managers of such warehouses 
shall be in unquestioned good financial standing and credit. 

Sec. 3. Such warehouses shall be so situated that they 
can be conveniently approached by vessels of ordinary draught, 
and by wagcmg. 

Sec. 4. They shall be provided with appliances for the 
convenient and expeditious receiving, handling and loading of 
grain in bulk, into vessels, cars and wagons. 

Sec. 5. The proprietors or managers of such warehouses 
shall honestly and cordially co-operate with such system of 
registration of warehouse receipts as may be established by 
the Board of Directors of the Chamber of Commerce, and fur- 
nish to the Registrar all needed information to enable him 
to keep a correct record and accoimt of all grain, together with 
the grade thereof, received' £tnd delivered by them daily, and of 
that remaining in store at the close of each week. 

Sec. 6. The proprietors or managers of such warehouses 
shall promptly, by the proper publication, advise the trade 
and the public of any damage to grain or flax seed held in 
store by them, whenever such damage shall occur to any ex- 
tent that will render them unwilling to purchase and with- 
draw from store, at their own cost, all such damaged grain. 

Sec. 7. The Board of Directors of this Chamber of Com- 
merce may, if it thinks advisable, require a duly authorized 
Inspector to so supervise the storage and distribution of grain 
and flax seed in any or all regular warehouses, that no dis- 
crimination or selection can be made in the quality or grade of 
grain or flax seed, in the delivery of such grain or flax seed 
from common bins, but in delivering out from such common 
bins the grain or flax seed that has been longest in store shall 
be delivered. 

Sec. 8. All proprietors or managers of regular warehouses 
shall be and are hereby prohibited from receiving grain on con- 
signment in the City of Milwaukee, after the first day of Janu- 
ary, 1895, and if any consignment be made to them, or to any 
elevator or warehouse operated by them in said city, such con- 
signment or consignments on arrival they shall turn over to 
such commission house for sale as may be designated by the 
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shipper of such consignment, provided that neither such ware- 
house proprietor or manager, or any member of the firm or 
company of such warehouse proprietor or manager, shall have 
interest in such commission house. 

Sec. 9. All proprietors and managers of regular ware- 
houses shall be and are hereby prohibited from purchasing grain 
at country points or from dealers at country points, but they 
may buy in the markets of the cities of Superior, Duluth, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, Omaha, Kansas City, Milwaukee or Chicago, 
provided that in case any such proprietor or manager of any 
regular warehouse, who may prior to the first day of Janu- 
ary, 1896, make application to have a warehouse made regular, 
have pending contracts or leases at country points, or ownership 
of warehouses at country points, such party may be permitted 
by the Board of Directors to buy grain at such country points 
until the first day of August, 1895, or until such contracts ex- 
pire, if they expire sooner than August first, 1895. And in 
case of the ownership of any country warehouses which the said 
proprietor or manager of a regular warehouse may not have been 
able to sell or lease after the first of August, 1895, it shall be 
discretionary with the Board of IMrectors to permit said pro- 
prietor or manager of such regular warehouse to continue buy- 
ing at such country warehouse for such further time as the Board 
of Directors may permit. 

Sec. 10. The proprietors or managers of regular warehouse* 
shall be required to sell their regular contract grades of grain 
or flax seed stored in said regular warehouses, in the Milwau- 
kee market only, and shall not ship any grain or flax seed on 
their own account from any regular warehouse of which they are 
proprietor or manager, except such grades as are denominated 
and understood to be off grade or uncleaned grades, provided, 
however, that the Board of Directors of this Chamber of Com^ 
meroe may upon application grant to such warehouse proprie- 
tors or managers the privilege of shipping such quantity of 
the contract grades of all grain or fiax seed from their ware- 
houses as will sufficiently relieve such warehouses from being 
overloaded, or as will maintain the condition of such grain or 
flax seed. 
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Sec. 11. Warehouse receipts issued by wteurehoused now Warehouse 
regular or hereafter declared regular by the Board of Direc- ^^^^P^^ 
tors, with the approval of this Chamber of Commerce, shall be 
regular for delivery on contracts imder the rules of the Cham- 
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ber of Commerce so long as said warehouse shall continue to 
be a regular warehouse, but the term for which any warehouse 
is declared to be a regular warehouse to issue such receipts 
shall be limited to and expire on the first day of August in 
each year. No receipts issued on grain after the first day of 
August in any year in any warehouse shall be regular for de- 
livery under the rules of this Chamber of Commerce after that 
date, unless the warehouse upon which they have been issued 
has again been declared a regular warehouse for the ensuing 
year by the Board of Directors, with the approval of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce; provided, however, that receipts issued be- 
fore the first day of August in any year upon warehouses which 
have been regular warehouses to that date, but which have not 
been declared regular for the succeeding year, shall be regular 
for delivery upon such contracts for six months after the said 
first day of August. But nothing herein shall prevent the Board 
of Directors from declaring any warehouse or the receipts there- 
of irregular at any time for violation of or non-compliance with 
the laws of this State or any of the rules of the Chamber of 
Commerce, or the regulations and requirements of the Board of 
Directors in behalf of such rules.

Sec. 12. No warehouse shall hereafter be made regular by 
this Chamber of Commerce until the proprietors or managers 
of such warehouse shall have filed with the Secretary of the 
Chamber of Conmieroe a bond, with sufficient surety or sure- 
ties, in such sum and subject to such conditions as may be 
required by the Board of Directors under or in furtherance 
of the rules of the Chamber of Commerce, and the regulations 
and requirements of the Board of Directors in reference to 
warehouses, and for the security of the public. 

Sec. 13. Proprietors or managers of all warehouses "now 
regular are hereby required before the 8th day of January, 
1896, to file with the Secretary of the Chamber of Commerce a 
bond with sufficient surety or sureties in such sum and subject 
to such conditions as may be required by the Board of Direc- 
tors under or in furtherance of the rules of the Chamber of 
Commerce, and the regulations and requirements of the Board 
of Directors in reference to warehouses, and for the security 
of the public. 

Warehouses Sec. 14. Any important change in the conditions of any 

Saredtiregu- regular warehouse, or rates of storage, or disregard or evasion 
lar. of the above requirements, shall at any time be a sufficient 
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cause for declaring any such warehouse no longer a regular 
warehouse within the meaning of the rules of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 



REGULATION AS TO WAREHOUSE REPORTS. 

ADOPTED BY THE BOABD OF DIBECTOBS MABCH 10, 1896. 

The proprietor or proprietors of every warehouse, made and 
declared regular for the storage of grain under the rules of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the City of Milwaukee, shall make 
a daily report to the Secretary of said Chamber of Commerce 
of the quantity and grade of each kind of grain received into 
and delivered out of such regular warehouse, respectively, dur- 
ing the twenty-four hours ending at the close of business of 
the preceding day, and a weekly report every Monday of the 
quantity and grade of each kind of grain, or ungraded grain, 
remaining ini store in s-uch regular warehouse at the close 
of business on the last business day of the preceding week. 
Said weekly report shall include all grain stored in said ware- 
house at the time specified, whether in special bins or other- 
wise. 

Such reports shall be signed and certified to by the pro- 
prietor or proprietors of such warehouse, or by some person 
duly authorized to sign and certify to the same. 

REGULATIONS FOR THE ARBITIL\TION OF GRASS SEEDS. 

ADOPTED BY THE CHAMBEB OF COMMEBCE OF MILWAUKEE. 

FiBST. Samples to be arbitrated upon must be presented 
to the committee by 12:30 o'clock p. M., and if passed upon as 
prime, the committee will issue certificate of arbitration accord- 
ingly, which in all cases of delivery must accompany the in- 
• voice. 

Second. A charge of one dollar per car will be made for 
arbitration fees, which, in case the sample passes as prime, 
shall be paid jointly by the buyer and seller; and if said sample 
fails so to pass, the fee shall be paid by the party tendering the 
sample for arbitration. 

Thibd. The certificate shall hold good for delivery in case 
of both timothy and clover seed for the crop year, provided in 
all cases the identity of the seed so arbitrated upon has been 
preserved. 
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Fourth. All lots of seed to pass as prime must be of uni- 
form quality throughout and in sewed bags of merchantable 
quality. 

FiFTU. A car load of timothy or clover seed shall be under- 
stood as twenty-four thousand pounds, any surplus to be set- 
tled for on basis of market value on day of delivery. 

Sixth. There shall be and is hereby established, subject 
to the foregoing regulations, a grade of clover seed to be known 
and designated as "Fancy Bulked and Recleaned Red Clover 

Seed Crop of " the blank to designate the year in which the 

seed was grown, consisting of seed of good color and size and 
well recleaned, which, however, may contain a slightly larger 
proportion of native weeds than allowed in the contract grade 
of Prime Seed. 

Seventh. It is hereby understood and agreed that the 
Chamber of Commerce of Milwaukee shall not be held liable 
for any deficien'cies in quality or quantity of the seed arbi- 
trated upon and certified to by the committee. 
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RULE XXXII. 

Section 1. The following rates of commission, being fair 
and reasonable, are hereby established as the minimum charges 
which shall be made for the transaction of business hereinafter 
specified, by members of this Association: 

For the purchase or sale and for the purchase and sale 
of property for immediate or future delivery, whether the con- 
tract for purchase or for sale be first made, as follows: 

On all kinds of grain in 1,000 and 5,000 bushel lots or mul- 
tiples thereof, J of 1 cent per bushel. 

On flax seed in 1,000 and 5,000 bushel lots or multiples there- 
of, i of 1 cent per bushel. 

On lard in 50 and 260 tierce lots or multiples thereof, 4 
cents per tierce. 

On mess pork in lots of 60 and 260 barrels or multiples 
thereof, 2^ cents per barrel. 

On D. S. short ribs and D. S. extra short clears in lots of 
25,000 and 60,000 pounds or multiples thereof, 12^ cents per 
thousand pounds. 

Provided^ that in cases where property is bought or sold 
for future delivery by members of this Association or by firms 
or corporations, all of the membersi or executive officers of 
which firms or corporations are members of this Association^ for 
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acxjount of members of any other duly organized commercial ex- 
change which may be approved by the Board of Directors of 
this Chamber of Commerce, or for the account of any firm, one 
of whose general partners is a member of such other duly or- 
ganized commercial exchange, or for a corporation one of whose 
executive officers is a member of such other duly organized com- 
mercial exchange, one-half of the above and foregoing minimum 
specified rates shall be charged', and shall be the minimum rates 
in such cases; and provided, that in cases where property- is Diyisionof 
bought or sold for future delivery by any member of this 
Association for account of any other member of this Asso- 
ciation or by firms or corporations all of the members or exe- 
cutive officers of which firms or corporations are members of 
this Association, or for account of any firm, one of whose general 
partners is a member of this Association, or for any corpora- 
tion, one of whose executive oflicers is a member of this Asso- 
ciation, 32 per cent, of the above and foregoing rate shall be 
charged and shall be the minimum rate in such cases, as for 
example, two dollars per 5,000 bushels of grain, or in same pro- 
portion for the other articles in the foregoing schedule. 

To members who personally do their own buying and sell- 
ing, but who clear their contracts through other members or 
firms doing business on the floor of the Exchange, 20 cents per 
1,000 bushels of grain or multiples thereof shall be charged and 
shall be the minimum rates of commission in such cases. But 
it is hereby expressly understood and declared that all such 
transactions shall be bona fide trades made for their own ac- 
count only, and in no case, either directly or indirectly, on be- 
half of any other person either wholly or in part. 

A list of such other duly organized commercial exchanges 
which shall have been approved by the Board of Directors of 
this Chamber of Commerce shall be kept . on file by ' the Secre- 
tary of this Chamber. 

Nothing in this rule shall be so construed as to prevent 
special agreements by which higher rates of commission may 
be charged in special cases. 

Sec. 2. Any member of this Association who, or whose 
firm or corporation, shall be convicted by the Board of Direc- 
tors of a violation of the provisions of Section 1 of this Rule, 
or of any evasion thereof, by making rebates in prices, by rebat- 
ing the government tax, by furnishing a membership in this 
Exchange, by giving any bonus, gift, donation or otherwise, 
or by rendering any Other service or concession whatsoever, or 
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by making any contract or observing any contract already made, 
or by resorting to any method of accounting, or by paying or 
offering to pay any money or other consideration whatsoever, or 
by means of any other shift or device whatsoever, shall be ex- 
pelled from this Association^ but the establishment of branch of- 
fices, or the employment of solicitors on fixedl salary only, will 
not be considered a violation of this Rule, provided, that all 
business shall be conducted in the name of the parent firm or 
member, and said firm or member shall be responsible to the 
customer in every transaction and also for the conduct of the 
employee. Free telegraphic communicaticmi shall not be con- 
sidered as a violation or evasion of this rule. 

All charges against any membw of this Association for vio- 
lation of the foregoing provisions, shall be made, and all pro- 
ceedings by and before the Board; of Directors on account of 
such charges and for the trial of the member against whom such 
charges are preferred, shall be had in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Sections 13 and 14, of Rule IV of the Greneral Rules 
of this Association. 
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Sec. 3. For the purchase or sale of property for imme- 
diate or future delivery the following rates of brokerage, being 
fair and reasonable, are hereby established as the minimum 
charges which shall be made: 

On wheat, corn and oats, 12^ cents per thousand bushels. 

On rye, flax seed and barley, 25 cents per thousand, bushels. 

On lard, ^ eent per tierce. 

On mess pork, i cent per barrel. 

On D. S. short ribs and D. S. extra short clears, 1^ cents per 
1,000 pounds. 

Brokerage shall not be allowed to, nor received by a mem- 
ber who makes his own transactions, but who places his con- 
tracts with another member, firm or corporation. A commis- 
sion or brokerage, as prescribed in this rule, must be paid on 
every transaction. 

Sec. 4. Any member who, or whose firm or corporation, 
shall be convicted by the Board of Directors of a violation or 
evasion of the provisions of Section 3 of this rule, shall be sus- 
pended for not less than six months. The method of making 
charges against any member for violation of the provisions of 
this section and the proceedings upon such charges before and 
by the Board of Directors shall be the same as are provided in 
Section 2 of this rule. 
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Sec. 5. The Board of Directors ia anthorized to offer a re- Keward for eti- 
ward of not more than one thousand dollars to any person who lationofcom- 
shall furnish evidence that does, in the judgment of the required brokerage*** 
majority of the Board of Directors, convict any member, firm rules. 
or corporation of a violation of Section 1 or 3 of this rule. 

Any corporation, an executive officer of which is a member 
of this Association, is entitled to members' rates upon all trans- 
actions for account of or in the name of such corporation. 

On all transactions for account of any officer, agent, em- 
ploye or stockholder of any such corporation, or other persons 
not members of this Association, such corporation must exact 
non-members' rates of commission. 

A firm, whose only member of the eicchange is a special 
partner in such firm, is not entitled to members' rates. 

Sec. 6. The following rates of commission are hereby es- 
tablished as the minimum charges which shall be made for the 
transaction of business hereinafter specified, by members of this 
Association. 

Receiving and selling on arrival, to arrive, or for some Grain, feed, 
future month's delivery: 

Wheat, Barley and Rye, 

Com and Oats, 

Ear Corn, 

Spelt, 

Screenings, 

Mill Stuffs, 

Ground Feed, 

Hay and Straw, 

Buckwheat, in car-load lots. 

On sales to arrive where delivery is not made not less 
than one-half of the above rates of commission shall be charged. 

Provided, that on mill-stuffs, ground feed, hay and straw 
the charge shall be not less than $5.00 per car. 

Flax less than car loads 1$ per cent; car loads 1 per cent. Seeds, 
but the minimum shall be 1 cent per bushel. All grass seeds, 
except clover, less than car loads, 2 per cent; car loads IJ 
per cent. 

Clover, less than car loads, 1^ per cent; car loadj 1 per 
cent. 

Buying and shipping lots of less than 5,000 bushels of wheat, 
barley and rye, 1 cent per bushel, corn and oats i cent per 
bushel, flax 1 per cent. Lots of 5,000 bushels or more of wheat, 
corn, barley, rye and oats, not less than i cent per bushel.

Sec. 7. To members of the Chamber of Commerce of Mil- 
waukee elected and qualified on or before March 1, 1906, and to 
active members thereafter, and to members of the Chamber of 
Commerce of Minneapolis or the Board of Trade of Chicago, who 
are also members of the Chamber of Commerce of Milwaukee, 
not less than one-half of the regular rates of commission may be 
charged, except as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 8. In addition to the above there shall be charged such 
expenses as are necessarily incurred in caring for the property and 
guarding the interests of both the consignor and consignee, including 
interest on advances at not less than 6 per cent, per annum from 
date on which such advances are made to and including the day 
on which consignments are unloaded. And when the amount of 
interest which accrues on any current account for any calendar 
month shall not exceed fifty cents, such interest may be waived. 

When a settlement is made on each or any account of sale 
and no interest accrues on the account current for the same account 
during the same calendar month, there shall be charged in the 
account of sale interest on the advances against the property ac- 
counted for, except that interest amounting to less than twenty- 
five cents on any one account of sale may be omitted. 

Nothing in this rule shall be construed to prevent any special 
agreement between the consignor and consignee by which a higher 
rate of interest 6r commission may be charged. 

Sec. 9. On all consignments or purchase! of grain, feed or 
seeds when shipped to Milwaukee or any common Milwaukee point, 
the receiver or purchaser, as the case may be, shall charge interest 
on any simi advanced on such consignment or purchase at not 
less than six per cent, per annimi. 

- Sec. 10. Brokerage chiarges of not less than J^ cent per 
bushel on all kinds of cash grain are hereby permitted between 
members of this Chamber of Commerce. The minimum charge, 
however, on sales either for "spot" delivery or "to arrive" which 
are to be filled by car shipments shall not be less than one-half 
the rates provided in Section 6 of this rule. 

Sec. 11. Every member of the Association and every per- 
son, firm or corporation admitted to trade or to do business 
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therein who shall charge less than the regular rates of commis- 
sion established by the rules of the Association, together with 
the charges for expenses and interest provided for in Section 8 
of this rule; or shall with intent to evade in any way, directly 
or indirectly, the regular rates of commission charges and interest 
established by the Rules of the Association, purchase, or offer to 
purchase, any grain or* seed consigned to him, them or it, for sale; 
or shall with intent to cut, or to evade in any way directly or in- 
directly the regular rates of comniission charges and interest 
established by the Rules of the Association, purchase, or offer to 
purchase any grain, or seed on track, at any railway station out- 
side of the City of Milwaukee on the basis of Milwaukee markets; 
or shall make or report any false or fictitious sales or purchases; 
or shall resort to any method of accounting directly or indirectly 
in violation of, or contrary in purpose and effect to a strict adher- 
ence to the regular estabHshed rates of commission, charges and 
interest of the Association; or shall with intent to evade the regular 
rates of commission, charges and interest established by the Rules 
of the Association, directly or indirectly pay, or give, or offer so 
to do, any money, or other consideration of whatever nature to any 
person, to procure or influence shipments or consignments of grain 
or seeds in any form; or shall, with intent to cut or to evade 
in any way directly or indirectly the regular ratea of commis- 
sion, charges and interest established by the Rules of the Asso- 
ciation, make use of any shift or device whatsoever, shall be 
deemed guilty of violating the Rules of the Association estab- 
lishing rates of commission, charges and interest, and, on con- 
viction thereof, shall be fined by the Association not less than 
$250.00, nor more than $1,000, as the Board of Directors may 
determine, such sum to be paid into the general fund of the 
Association. 

Any member of the Chamber of Commerce, or whose firm, 
corporation, elevator company or track buyer, who shall bid 
for grain at railway stations on the basis of Milwaukee markets, 
a price equivalent to more than the current market price of such 
grain in this ^market less the established rates of commission, 
shall be deemed to have violated this rule and incurred! the 
penalties herein provided. 

Any charge of violation of the foregoing provision or any Charges to be 
part thereof, shall be by complaint in writing, filed with the ^^^ ^'i^i»»K- 
Secretary of the Association. The party charged shall be sum- 
moned by written notice from the Secretary, as provided in Sec. 
14 of Rule IV, and shall appear before the Board of Directors 
of the Association, who shall investigate and try the charge. 
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RULE XXXIII. 

Business Day. SECTION 1. The business day of the Chamber of Commerce 

shall end at the hour of 1:15 p. M., excepting on Saturday, and 
on that day at 12 M., and all contracts of purchase or sale, or to 
purchase or sell, for future delivery which are made after the 
hour of 1:15 P. M. of any business day except Saturday, and on 
that day after 12 M., shall be considered as entered into on, and 
as of, the following business day. 

Providedl, That in contracts to purchase or sell for future de- 
livery made after the close of the business day as herein desig- 
nated, the privilege to purchase or sell shall expire at 1:15 p. m. 
of the following business day unless otherwise specified. 

Provided, further, That no contracts of purchase or sale for 
future delivery shall be made prior to 9:30 a. m. and after 1:30 
p. M. daily except on Saturdays, and on Saturdays no contracts 
of purchase or sale for future delivery shall be made prior to 
9:30 A. M. or after 12:16 p. M. 

To make any trades or contracts of purchase or sale for 
future delivery except during the hours specified in the forego- 
ing section is hereby prohibited and shall be deemed irregular 
trading and punishable in the manner provided in Section 9 of 
Rule XI. 



RULE XXXIV. 

Stocks. Section 1. It shall be the rule of the Chamber of Conmierce 

that all trades in stocks contemplate the delivery of the certifi- 
cates of stock within ten days unless otherwise specified, and 
when immediate delivery is stipulated it shall be made the same 
day or the next business day. The time of delivery shall be 
between 10 A. M. and 2:30 P. M., except on Saturday, and on that 
day between 10 a. m. and 11:30 a. m. • 

Sec. 2. In case of an offer to buy or sell stocks in the open 
market without specifying quantity, it shall be the rule that the 
amount offered to be bought or sold shall be 1,000 shares for all 
stocks under $1.00 and 100 shares for all srtocks $1.00 or over; 
and in case of refusal or failure to make good any such offer 
that may have been accepted, such refusal or failure shall render 
the party so refusing or failing liable for any damages that may 
be incurred on account of such refusal or failure, 
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Sec. 3. The following shall be the established rates of com- 
mission for purchase or sale of securities b7 members of the 
Chamber of Commerce: 

Bonds on the par value J per cent. 

Bank stocks and Trust Company stocks, per gharc 50 cts. 

Insurance stocks 26 cts. 

Textile manfg. stocks and real estate trust stocks i per 
cent on par value. 

When the above stocks are selling at double their par the 
commission on them ehall be doubled. 

All other stocks selling at $300.00 or over, per share 

25 cents. 
Selling below $300.00 or at $5.00 or more, per share 

12^ cents. 
Selling below $5.00 and at $1.00 or more, per share 

6i cents. 
Selling below $1.00 per share, $1.00 per 100 shares or any 

part thereof. , 

Between members of this Chamber of Commerce one-half of 
the foregoing rates of commission may be charged and shall be 
the minimum rates in such cases. To members of other duly 
organized commercial exchanges which may be approved by the 
Board of Directors of this Chamber of Commerce, one-half of 
the established rates may be charged and shall be the minimum 
rates in such cases. 

Any member of the Chamber of Commerce who shall violate Penalties, 
or seek to evade the provisions of this section shall be liable to 
the same pimishment upon conviction as provided in Section 2 
of Rule 32, and may be prosecuted in the manner provided by 
that rule. 
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
